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In reply to a letter from Lieutenent Bellairs, R.N., 
asking whether it were true that the British Govern- 
ment was spending large sums on fortifications adjacent 
to the United States, Mr. Broderick stated that the 
work in progress is all in accordance with the general 
schedule of defense adopted several years ago, and that 
the expenditure for armament is merely to replace ob- 
solete guns. Mr. Broderick added that the accepted 
scheme of construction had been in no way modified 
because of the proposed building of the isthmian canal 
by the United States. It is only fair to add that Lieu- 
tenant Bellairs, who is animated by a keen sense of 
friendship for the United States, is by no means sat- 
istied with Mr. Broderick’s explanation. He and Sir 
John Colomb, M.P., evidently believe that their Gov- 
ernment is pursuing an evasive policy which is likely 
to excite anti-British sentiment in the United States, 
and they intimate as much in exceedingly plain terms. 
The chances are, however, that if an attempt has been 
made to arouse American sentiment against Great Brit- 
ain it has been done here in the United States. There 
is reason to suspect that a persistent agitation with 
that object in view has been in progress for the last 
two or three years. An instance of it was seen in an 
audacious attempt, about a year ago, to make it ap- 
pear that England, through her ambassador, the late 
Lord Pauncefote, advised and led a movement for Eu- 
ropean intervention in behalf of Spain during the Span- 
ish war, the fact being that the Government at Wash- 
ington knew beforehand just what Lord Pauncefote in- 
tended to do and fully approved his program—a pro- 
gram which enabled President McKinley to notify the 
world once for all that European intervention would 
not be tolerated for a moment. That bold attempt to 
misinterpret the British Government and its ambass- 
ador, together with certain other less conspicuous at- 
tempts to cause friction between the United States and 
Great Britain, appear to have been inspired not so 
much by hatred for either nation as by a desire to pro- 
mote ambitions which are dimly manifest in the poli- 
tics of Continental Europe. So long as Great Britain 
possesses vast territories, both insular and continental, 
in the western hemisphere, she has an unquestionable 
right to keep them fortified in accordance with modern 
requirements, nor can her doing so be interpreted as 
denoting any sinister purpose regarding the United 
States. As for her great defensive works in the West 
ladies, one can easily imagine a contingency in which 
they might serve as an added guaranty for the neu- 
trality of the isthmian canal and perhaps as a powerful 
sponsor for the Monroe Doctrine, which may some day 
be invoked as a safeguard for the integrity of British 
territorial interests on the American continent.

Lieut. Comdr. Albert. P. Niblack, U.S.N., indulged 
in some refreshingly plain talk in the paper on “The 
Tacties of the Gun,” which he read before the Society 
of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers in New York 
on Nov. 21, and it is to be hoped that his utterances will 
come to the notice of every man who is responsible, 
directly or indirectly, for the efficiency of the Naval 
establishment. One point submitted by Commander 
Niblack—and it has been repeatedly urged in these col- 
umns—is that the public at large knows very little 
hout the actual work and needs of the Navy. This 
tatement from an officer of broad training and ex- 
verience still further emphasizes the plea for some per- 
manent agency whereby the people may be brought 
into a closer acquaintance with the character, extent 
and requirements of our naval organization, It was, 
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however, in discussing the changing conditions of naval 
construction and fighting efficiency that Commander 
Niblack was most outspoken. Guns and methods that 
were good enough in 1898, he contends, are to-day an 
invitation to disastrous and bitter defeat. Ordnance 
and gunnery as well as ship construction are undergo- 
ing a process of change, and the service that does not 
adapt itself to new conditions and new requirements 
will fall beh nd in the struggle for efficiency. “A good 
many of the so-called cruisers on our list,” says Com- 
mander Niblack, “are little better than junk for our 
purposes. Such ships as we improvised in the war with 
Spain will not answer in the next war. We cannot 
hope to excel in target practice when the powder charges 
and sights do not correspond, when miss-fires and de- 
lays occur from poor ammunition, and when the gun 
mounts themselves are in need of thorough overhaul- 
ing. Just now the Navy needs unusual and heavy ex- 
penditures for ordnance. Ships have been in continu- 
ous service from the pressure of the last five years, and 
every one of them needs to come to a navy yard and 
get a complete overhauling as to battery,-and particu- 
larly as to ammunition, as they have on board a heter- 
ogenous lot of brown powder, smokeless powder and 
projectiles collected from various sources.” ‘These can- 
did opinions from an officer who knows what he is 
talking about are not pleasing, yet obviously they were 
not meant to please, but to point out conditions which 
require the immediate attention of those accountable 
for them.

Readers who recollect how violently the British con- 
centration camps in South Africa were denounced in 
Continental Europe will be interested in an unpreju- 
diced opinion on the question from an observer who has 
made it the subject of a personal investigation. This 
observer is Doctor Lair,, of the Pasteur Institute of 
Paris, who, after a careful inquiry as to the character, 
condition and management of the camps, declares that 
they were clean, comfortable, well supplied with food 
and medicines and in some instances more comfortable 
than the quarters occupied by the British troops, Dr. 
Lair interviewed his fellow passengers on a trip to one 
camp, and they, including a Frenchman from Johannes- 
burg, a Dutch lady and a Boer officer, all declared that 
the so-called cruelties of the concentration camps, over 
which Europe had rvared so fiercely, never had any ex- 
istence. This candid testimony from a French scientist, 
who is presumptively free from any prejudice in favor 
of England, recalls the fact that the concentration 
camps established in certain provinces of the Philippines 
by Brig. Gen. J. E'ranklin Bell, U.S.A., which were de- 
nounced by the “anti-imperialists” as agencies of cruelty 
and oppression, were admited, even by native Filipino 
physicians, to have given their inmates a larger measure 
of health, comfort and safety than they had ever enjoyed 
in their own homes. History has already recognized the 
concentration camps, as organized and conducted by the 
United States Army in the Philippines, as the most hu- 
mane agency ever devised for the suppression of insur- 
rectionary movements among an inferior people. 





Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, who but lately return- 
ed to England from the United States, spoke plainly on the 
subject of naval gunnery at the annual dinner of the 
Royal Arsenal Association of foremen in London on the 
evening of Nov. 1, and in the course of his remarks 
gave high praise to the system of training gunners at the 
New York Navy Yard, whicn, he thought, should be 
adopted in England. Admiral Beresford frankly told his 
hearers that the question of gunnery did not receive 
sufficient attention in the British Navy, that it must 
be’ studied more closely, and that the American system 
of target practice was an invaluable aid to efficiency. 
“The man who can rut a shot where it is desired,” he 
said, “is worth his weight in gold,” and he added that 
any experienced admiral would sooner go into action 
with three ships and gunners who could shoot straight 
than with six ships and half-trained gunners. It is 
quite possible that Admiral Peresford’s frequent compari- 
sons of American gunnery With English gunnery to the 
disparagement of the latter, are not entirely welcome to 
the English public, but they have the double advantage 
of being founded on sound knowledge and of being well 
meant.

Generally speaking, the bill providing for the reorgan- 
ization of the Rural Guard of Cuba, passed by the Cuban 
Congress. appears to be a sane and wholesome measure. 
It authorizes a maximum strength of 3,800 officers and 
men in place of the present force of 1,500. The standards 
of fitness for enlistment require that the applicant should 
be a Cuban between the ages of 21 and 45 and of good 
habits and record, that he should weigh not less than 120 
pounds nor more than 170, that he shall be able to read 
and write the Spanish language and that he should 
never have been convicted cf crime nor dishonorably dis- 
charged from any civil or military occupation. If these 
conditions are enforced the organization of the Rural 
Guard should give Cuba the nucleus of an efficient and 
reputable military establishment. The usefulness of the 
organization, however, will depend largely upon its fidel. 
ity to the methods and spirit of the United States Army 
system, as demonstrated to the Cubans during the Amer- 
ican military occupation of the island. The thorough. 
ness, simplicity and economy with which affairs were 
administered during that period set an example which 


the Cuban people should sedulously follow in creating 
an army of their own.

Now that the revolution in Venezuela appears to have 
been suppressed, Germany is evidently resolved to exact 
the payment of her claims against the Venezuelan Gov- 
ernment. It must be admitted that the attitude of Ger- 
many during the late revolution has been conspicuously 
fair and considerate. Had she insisted upon immediate 
payment, as she undoubtedly had a right to do, she could 
have greatly embarrassed the Government of Venezuela 
at a time when all its energy was needed to suppress dis- 
order Within its own borders. Having refrained from 
taking advantage of Venezuela’s domestic embarrass- 
ment to enforce her claims, Germany’s moral position is 
greatly strengthened, and if she is now resolved to exact 
her dues there will be little if any objection from other 
powers. The intimation that the German Legation at 
Caraceas has orders to enforce payment as soon as Pres- 
ident Castro has fully re-established his administration 
is doubtless well founded. All that concerns the United 
States in this controversy is the method by which Ger- 
many shall enforce her demands in case payment is 
refused.

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With the surrender of Seminola, a Filipino bandit 
chief, to the native constabulary in the Island of Luzon, 
the Government of the Philippines is confronted with 
a case which the “anti-imperialists” here in the United 
States will doubtless regard with the keenest sympa- 
thy. Seminola surrendered to the military authorities 
in July, 1901, took the oath of allegiance, and was set 
at liberty. A few weeks later, finding peace both mo- 
notonous and unprofitable, he violated his oath, fled to 
the mountains, organized a new band of outlaws, and 
since then has committed as many different kinds of 
deviltry as his ingenious mind could devise. Now he 
has surrendered again—possibly in order to obtain a 
good rest—and the question of disposing of him be- 
comes an urgent problem. The laws of civilized war- 
fare would fully justify the authorities im hanging him, 
but the “anti-imperialists” would doubtless regard that 
as drastic treatment for the “little brown brother” and 
they may urge that he be granted a pension by way 
of compromise.

Lieutenant General Miles, after inspecting 13,000 of 
the United States troops on duty in the Philippines, ex- 
presses the opinion that they are in fair condition, but 
adds that the country is a hard one for campaigning. 
This latter remark is a reminder that the Philippine 
campaign was an entirely new experience for American 
soldiers, and involved trials which no considerably body 
of our trgops had ever undergone. To transport a great 
army 8,000 miles to a tropical country, and carry it 
through laborious operations against a half savage enemy 
in a roadless country where fever and other diseases pre- 
vailed on every hand, and where the water was vile and 
the forage scanty—this was an undertaking without pre- 
cedent in ‘American military records. Taking into con- 
sideration the number of men engaged, the vastness of 
the work and the thoroughness with which it was per- 
formed, it is agreed by Army officers almost without ex- 
ception that the troops have come through it all in a 
condition which speaks eloquently for the wisdom and 
vigilance with which they were handled.

Among Cuban politicians of the narrow-minded va- 
riety some objection is made to our action in sending a 
military officer, General Bliss, to Havana to confer with 
the Cuban authorities with respect to the negotiation 
of a reciprocity arrangement. The fact that General 
Bliss was chosen because of his demonstrated fitness 
for the mission appears to have no weight with the fault 
finders, nor does the additional fact that his services as 
Collector of Oustoms at Havana during the military 
occupation won for him the friendship and the unre- 
served confidence of the commercial and financial lead- 
ers of Cuba. In spite of these considerations, the fact 
that he is an officer of the Army should, in the estima- 
tion of the hair-splitters, have disqualified him abso- 
lutely. Time was, and not so long ago, either, when 
both officers and men of the United States Army were 
heartily welcomed in Cuba. But things are different 
now, more’s the pity—for Cuba.

In the case of a private of the Coast Artillery, sen- 
tenced by G.C.M. at Fort Thomas, Ky., to eight 
months’ confinement, and to forfeit $10 per month of his 
pay for the same period, for desertion, the reviewing au- 
thority, General MacArthur, says: “The accused pleaded 
guilty to desertion, and in his own behalf stated that he 
left because he was not granted a pass. All the ele- 
ments of criminality that could well be concentrated in 
a single act of desertion are present in this case, in the 
light of which the sentence of the court seems so inade- 
quate as to suggest the idea that matters in behalf of the 
accused were considered by the court which are not of 
record in the proceedings as submitted. Under the cir- 
cumstances disclosed in the record, the reviewing author- 
ity is constrained to regard the lenient sentence as 
amounting to a miscarriage of justice, but in order that 
the accused may not escape punishment entirely, the 
sentence is approved and will be duly executed at Fort 
Thomas, Ky.” 
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Everybody knows that the American Indian has been 
.4n expensive proposition to the Government, but just 
how expensive is less generally known. For the unin- 
formed there is some timely information in the annual re- 
port of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, according 
‘to which the Government, from its foundation down to 
and including the year 1900, paid out the colossal total 
of $1,085,275,290 on account of the Indians. Of this 
“amount $845,275,290 was spent on account of Indian 
wars and for controlling rebellious tribes, while $240,- 
000,000 went for Indian education. Whether this enor- 
mous outlay on account of native American subject 
races will have to be duplicated in dealing with the 
races in outlying territory which has passed under 
American control is a matter of conjecture. Experience 
thus far warrants the expectation that the control of 
the Filipinos will not require any such expenditure as 
has been necessary in the case of the Indians. In fact. 
the lessons learned in dealing with Indian problems are 
likely to be of increasing value in shaping the administra- 
tion of the Philippines. The mistakes that have been 
made in our system of governing the Indians should be 
and doubtless will be largely avoided in ruling the island- 
ers. One of the serious errors in our Indian policy— 
known as the ration system—has not yet been fully cor- 
rected. This system, which ignores the wholesome prin- 
ciple that every’ able-bodied man should earn his own 
living, has had the effect of making the Indians depend- 
ents and idlers. ‘‘Heretofore,” says the Commissioner in 
the report under review, “the dealing had been with the 
tribe. It is now with the individual. His manhood is 
appealed to, and he is to be taught self-reliance and self- 
respect, and to put his hand to the plow if he would 
work. As a first result, over 12,000 have been dropped 
-from the ration roll, being wholly self-supporting.” It 
is evident from the facts noted that the Indian policy 
of the Government is undergoing a reform which has its 
basis on the double ground of sound public economy and 
an intelligent regard for the real welfare of the Indians 
themselves.

Lord Charles Beresford, in a speech after his recent 
sreturn from a visit to this country, declared that ad- 
mirals ought to be appointed at forty. When appointed 
at sixty they could not learn to manage either ships 
or squadrons. He did not mean that an admiral should 
be retired at sixty, but that he should not begin his 
apprenticeship as admiral when it was too late for him 
to learn, “The pith of this lies in what he did not say,” 
the New York Times says. “Of England’s twelve ad- 
mirals only three are below sixty. Prince Henry, who 
commands the North Sea fleet, is nearly twenty years 
younger tham the youngest employed British admiral. 
Nelson died at forty-seven, and his captains at Tra- 
falgar averaged twenty-eight. Englishmen doubt 
whether the energy and audacity shown by these com- 
manders would be repeated against German comman:- 
ers, who are the youngest in Europe. These consid- 
erations have special application to us as well, for we 
long had a block in our naval promotions which gave 
us officers better suited for counsel than action. We 
got rid of it in some degree by making it to officers’ 
advantage to retire, practically by bribery to retire. 
The moral Englishmen are drawing is that promotion 
should be by selection instead of seniority.” A cor- 
respondent of the Times, Pownal Aplin, suggests that 
this is not a fair comparison as to.the ages of British 
and German admirals, Prince Henry’s being an ex- 
ceptional case. There is also in the British service a 
young admiral—Rear Admiral his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales. The late Duke of Edinburgh was 
promoted to flag rank at the age of thirty-four. The 
active list of British admirals last year numbered 
seventy-four, and the average age of naval men pro- 
moted to flag rank may be put down at fifty-two years.

Now that the Attorney General of the State of New 
York has decided that there is no law applicable to the 
ease of William Totter, of Schenectady, who was ex- 
pelled from a labor union and forced out of employment 
for having performed his sworn duty as a member of the 
National Guard in maintaining public order, the obliga- 
tion devolving upon the law-making power is clear and 
urgent. The approaching session of the State legislature 
should not close until an act has been placed upon the 
statute book, providing adequate penalties for every 
assertion of the heartless tyranny of which Mr. Potter 
has been made the victim. His personal rights have 
been violated, his power as a wage-earner has been im- 
paired and his dignity as a loyal citizen outrageously 
insulted fer no other reason than his willingness to dis- 
charge a duty imposed upon him by the constitution 
and the laws. The treatment to which he has been sub- 
jected by an arbitrary and irresponsible labor union is 
an affront to every honorable member of the National 
Guard. It is a nullification of the principle of voluntary 
service, which is the foundation of our military institu- 
tions and it amounts to an act of moral treason which is 
revolting to the conscience of all patriotic citizens. The 
sooner there is a law to punish such atrocious offenses— 
and punish them as sedition deserves to be punished— 
the better. What is needed is an act making it unlawful 
for any person. to diseriminate in any way against a 
man because he belongs to the National Guard. The 
labor union, it should be borne in mind, is not the only 
party guilty of discrimination against National Guards- 
for it is an unfortunate fact that a number of 


men, 


business men have discharged men who have answered 
a call of duty from the State, and have also refused 
employment to men in the National Guard.

lt is perfectly clear that if there is to be such a 
rehabilitation of trade and commerce in the Philippines 
as shall insure permanent peace and order throughout 
the archipelago, there must be some intelligent financial 
legislation for the islands without further delay. Pres- 
ent conditions are intolerable and dangerous. With a 
silver currency, which is steadily declining in value ‘and 
which serves to stifle every branch of iegitimate enter- 
prise, business is everywhere demoralized, merchants are 
in despair and the Government and its employees are 
suffering enormous losses. The rate of exchange is sub- 
ject to constant fluctuation, custom house receipts are 
steadily declining and, because of the rapid shrinkage 
in the value of the Mexican dollar, the operations of the 
‘'reasury are seriously embarrassed. ‘These conditions, 
we repeat, are positively dangerous. ‘heir immediate 
tendency is to incite unrest, distrust and disorder. They 
afford working capital for demagogs and mal-contents 
might easily use them to destroy popular confidence in 
the integrity and wisdom of the American policy in the 
islands. The Army has established peace in the Philip- 
pines. If that peace is to continue it must be supported 
by such action on the part of Congress as shall convince 
the Filipinos that their interests, both political and com- 
mercial, are secure under American control. To them 
the best guaranty of American honesty would be an 
honest currency. The money question is to-day the 
gravest factor in the Philippine problem, and, unless it is 
speedily settled in accordance with American conditions 
and American ideals of right and justice, furfher 
trouble of the gravest character is almost inevitable. 








Park Benjamin, in an article in the Independent for 
Nov. 22, scoffs at the idea that the loss of the profes- 
sional instruction during the fourth year at the Nava! 
Academy ‘s to be made good by instruction at sea after 
joining a ship. “This,” says Mr. Benjamin, “rather 
strains one’s patience.

And supposing they had it, how would the already over- 
worked older officers, whom you are presumably at- 
tempting to relieve and assist, relisi the imposition of 
the additional work of instruction? Are you really try- 
ing to get more officers to meet the urgent need, or to 
convert the cruisers into school ships? If the last, are 
you not aware that teaching midshipmen afloat failed 
dismally and utterly half a century ago, and because it 
failed, the Naval Academy, out of which you seem now 
willing to stamp the life, was for that precise reason es- 
tablished?”

In the death of Major Walter Reed, which occurred 
in Washington, D.C., Nov. 23, the Medical Department 
of the Army loses an officer whose name is inseparably 
associated with some of its proudest achievements. As 
a member of the board to investigate the origin of yellow 
fever in Cuba during and after the Spanish War, he 
conducted a series of brilliant experiments which demon- 
strated beyond all doubt that the disease is transmitted 
by a certain variety of mosquitoes, and that with the de- 
struction of those insects, fever epidemics can be pre- 
vented. Following those experiments, Brig. Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood, U.S.A.. commanding in Cuba, instituted a 
campaign of destruction against mosquitoes, and so com- 
pletely have Major Reeds’s conclusions been upheld by re- 
sults that for more than a year the city of Havana has 
been absolutely free from yellow fever for the first time 
in three centuries. This achievement, which is anala- 
gous to the prevention of smallpox by vaccination and 
to the cure of diphtheria by anti-toxin, has already been 
recognized by the world as one of the noblest triumphs 
of medical science, and it will always command a place 
among the most beneficent results of the American mili- 
tary occupation of Cuba. The courage, zeal and higli 
professional skill with which Major Reed presented this 
humane undertaking distinguished him as an officer 
worthy of the best traditions of the service to which 
twenty-seven years of his life were devoted. His record 
tells an inspiring story of a record of enduring useful- 
ness to his country and to mankind.

As the result of an agreement established between the 
Government and the Pacific Commercial Cable Company, 
the Secretary of the Navy has directed Rear Admira) 
Bradford to turn over to the company the soundings for 
a cable route, which cost upwards of $100,000, in re. 
turn for certain concessions to the Government in rates 
and the military control of the cable in time of need, 
Under this arrangement, the speedy construction of an 
all-American cable across the Pacific is definitely assured. 
‘The English steamer Silvertown will begin to lay the 
cable between San. Francisco and Honolulu early in De- 
cember, and it is believed that communication between 
those points will be open with the beginning of the new 
year. The next link will extend from Hawaii to Midway 
Island, the third from Midway to Guam, the fourth from 
Guam to Manila and the fifth from Manila to Hong 
Kong—the expectation being that the whole system will 
be in operation within a year. The completion of this 
great project will place the Government in direct com- 
munication with its insular possessions in the Pacific on 
terms that will insure a great reduction in cable charges 
and which also provide for public ownership of the 
whole system if that course shall ever seem desirable.

is an entirely reliable organization and one that is 
doing good work among our soldiers and sailors.

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Major Thomas W. Symons, C.E., U.S.A., has been re- 
quested by the Canal Association of Greater New York. 
to act as one of the two experts to prepare plans for 
the enlargement of the State’s waterways, a policy ap- 
proved by the two great parties in the last compaign. 
The second expert is Mr. Abel BE. Blackman, counsel for 
the New York Produce Exchange. It is understood to 
be their intention to co-operate with the State officials 
in the matter, so that when their work is finally done 
it will have the approval and sanction of everybody in 
Albany, from the Governor down. It is learned that as 
soon as the exact route and plan of enlargement for the 
Erie canal have been agreed upon, Governor Odell wil! 
have the financial end of the problem worked out so 
that when the Legislature meets, there will be no delay 
in canal legislation.

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Mr. Walter Long, M.P., in a recent speech, the Naval 
and Military Record says, took up some criticisms by 
Admiral Close as to the British and German navys. 
Admiral Close had said that the aim of Germany was 
to sweep the British navy off the seas, but in 1900 the 
British navy had 122,500 men, while Germany had 
but 31,000. England added in 1901 and 1902 35 ships, 
had 75 ships under construction, including 11 battle- 
ships and 30 armored cruisers, and had in contempl:- 
tion 27 more ships. England was spending £9,000,000 
a year on construction alone, and the whole cost of tle 
German navy was but £10,000,000 per annum. The 
Government, Mr. Long said, were steedily increasing 
the navy, and were not justified in spending more on it 
unless satisfied that it was necessary to do so. 
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Two millions and a half are to be expended for cloth, 
underwear, ete., for the Army, and bids for the sup- 
plies are to be opened at the office of the Depot Quar- 
termasters, Dec. 10. They will cover offerings for 535,- 
000 yards of olive drab cloth, and 1,000,000 drab but- 
tons, required by the new uniform order, 72,500 breast 
cords, also hat cords, buckskin gloves, shoes and cotton- 
flannel drawers. The goods are to be delivered in New 
York instead of Philadelphia, as heretofore. The most 
elaborate tests were made to determine the proper color 
for the uniform cloth. Twelve cloths of different shades 
were hung on a line and examined by the board at 
yarying distances up to one mile. Some of the colors 
were discernible even at this distance, but the olive 
drab was hard to find even with field glasses. The 
cloth was then tested for endurance and other quali- 
ties. Some had too much green in the color, or the dye 
yielded to the acid used in testing, and some was over 
weight, a 22-ounce grade being required for trousers 
and overcoats and a 13-ounce grade for blouses. The 
cloth is of combed worsted, which requires virgin wool 
and cannot be adulterated. It is from 20 to 30 per cent. 
stronger than the old flannel and kersey goods; it wears 
much longer, is more impervious to cold and more flexi- 
ble, so that trousers made of it are less likely to bag. 
The New York Times says: “The idea of obtaining 
an ‘invisible’ uniform comes from the German and 
French military establishments, and the drab combed 
worsted is practically what the soldiers of those coun- 
tries wear for active service, except that it is claimed 
to be a little better. One of the manufacturers who is 
interested in the bidding said yesterday: “The rigid tests 
to which we are forced to comply guarantee that this 
cloth will be the finest ever made for uniforms any- 
where in the world. It has been known for a long 
time that the blue was among the most visible and 
easily detected colors. In selecting this olive drab, the 
\rmy Board has chosen between twelve shades of the 
same color, and an untrained eye would hardly be able 
io tell any difference between three or four of them.’”

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Secretary Moody’s order for the indefinite suspension 
of work on the new buildings of the U.S.Naval Academy, 
while virtually unavoidable, is a matter of keen regret. 
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Of the $8,000,000 required for the reconstruction of the 
Academy, $5,000,000 is now available. It bas been found 
necessary to use a considerdble portion of this available 
fund for dredging and for the construction of a new hos- 
pital building, neither of which items appeared in the 
original estimate. The recent incrense in the cost of ma- 
terials has still further complicated the situation and a 
continuation of work under prevailing conditions would 
either bankrupt the contractors or require an additional 
appropriation of $2,400,000 to make good the estimated 
deficit. After a long conference with Captain Brownson, 
Superintendent of the Academy, the Secretary of the 
Navy decided that the wise thing to do was to suspend 
work and submit the whole matter to Congress. The 
matter is so important, that it should receive the im- 
mediate attention of that body. The need of additional 
officers for the Navy becomes more pressing every day, 
and if they are to be supplied, the proper facilities for 
training them must be provided without delay. The 
present academy buildings are grossly inadequate to 
existing needs, and if the number of midshipmen ap- 
pointments is to be largely increased, as every friend of 
the Navy hopes it may be, the new buildings for the 
institution should be rushed to completion with all possi- 
ble celerity.

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A Washington despatch of Nov. 22 to the New York 
Sun says: “Secretary Moody and Admiral Dewey had 
a long conversation at the Navy Department to-day, 
in which the Admiral gave his views on certain phases 
of the question of increasing the fleet. Admiral Dewey 
disagreed with those naval experts who believe that 
the Government should stop the construction of un- 
armored cruisers and should confine itself entirely, for 
some time at least, to building armor-clads only. While 
the Admiral expressed himself as in favor of augment- 
ing the battleship force, he said that he believed the 
Government should build a number of large gunboats 
or small cruisers of between 1,500 and 2,000 tons, very 
much of the same class as the Yorktown, to be used 
for gunboat service in time of peace, in places where 
American interests need protection, and as auxiliaries 
to battleship squadrons in time of war. He thought 
that these vessels need not have a speed of more than 
fifteen knots, and while this would not be sufficient to 
enable them to go far from the armor-clad squadrons 
on scouting expeditions, they would be fast enough to 
be useful in war in a great many ways. Mr. Moody 
had Admiral Dewey put his views in writing, and will 
give them consideration, with a view of explaining 
them to the naval committees of Congress during the 
approaching session.” 
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Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., is prosecuting a 
suit in Manila, the proceedings in which suggest a possi- 
ble and somewhat disquieting hiatus in the authority 
of the Philippine civil administration. General Bell’s 
suit is against the Libertas, a Spanish newspaper organ of 
the friars, which he has charged with libel because of its 
allegation that he, while commanding the Third Separate 
Brigade, appropriated to his own use the profits accruing 
from the sale of foodstuffs to inmates of the concentration 
camps in Batangas province. Several hearings have been 
had in the matter, but in spite of all efforts, General 
Bell and his counsel have utterly failed to discover the 
identity of the editor and manager of the defendant news- 
paper. Thus far, no process has been discovered by 
which the author of the alleged libel can be made to 
disclose himself, and the court is evidently powerless. 
General Bell is, therefore, temporarily at least, without 
redress. He is the victim of a malicious and baseless 
libel, the author of which the civil authorities are unable 
to bring before the bar of justice. The failure of General 
Bell’s case—and there ‘is reason to fear it may fail— 
will mean that libel, when uttered against an officer of 
the Army, is something which the civil courts of the 
Philippines have no power to punish.

A murder committed on the grounds of the Presidio 
on the night of Nov. 17 leads the Evening Post of San 
Francisco to demand better policing for the reserva- 
tion. The Post says: “This murder was premeditated, 
judging from the accounts given by one of the men. 
The act was committed within hearing of the sentries 
of one of the camps. The shouts of the assailed were 
heard, and when relief came a man was seen escaping 
toward the newly erected buildings on the hillside. 
And here all clue is lost, and from the manner detect- 
ive work in bygone years has been done at the Pre- 
sidio, there is every reason to believe that the inves- 
tigation will drag on for a few days longer, interest 
will die out, and the red-handed, brutal and cowardly 
murderer will go about his daily duties in absolute 
security. The Presidio being Federal property and 
under the control of the military, detectives belonging 
to the city police are barred from making an inves- 
tigation. If rules were not broken, Colonel Rawles 
would do wisely to invoke the aid of Captain Martin. 
There is no reason to believe absolutely that the man 
committing the crime is a soldier. This is a mere sup- 


position.” 


M. Pelletan, French Minister of Marine, was criticised 
in the Chamber on Nov. 24, for reducing the effective 
strength of the Mediterranean Squadron by 1,750 men. 
In reply to the criticism, Mr. Pelletan explained that he 
was compelled to economize in some direction because 





the construction of war ships during the coming financial 
year would necessitate an expenditure of $1,600,000 in ex- 
cess of 1902. Owing to the exceptional position occu- 
pied by France in the Mediterranean, it was a more 
urgent matter to expedite the work on the naval port 
of Bizerta than to put 1,700 men, more or less, on the 
ships employed in promenading between Villefranche and 
Toulon. After a brief debate, the Chamber, by 288 votes 
to 204, adopted an order of the day, approving the de- 
claration of the government.

The grounding of the U. 8. transport Ingalls on Nov. 
22, while entering the harbor of Legaspi, Luzon, with 
Lieutenant General Miles on board, fortunately resulted 
in nothing more serious than a little delay. The vessel 
struck on a reef at nearly low tide. The water ballast 
was discharged, which lightened the vessel to such an 
extent, that she floated off without aid. Captain Brugire, 
of the Ingalls, explained that he was trying to save 
twenty minutes by running through the charted canal be- 
tween the reefs in the center of the Gulf of Albay in a 
straight line for Legaspi, instead of following the usual 
channel. The captain of the Spanish vessel, which was 
asked to give assistance, demanded 100,000 Mexican dol- 
lars as salvage, but these terms were declined.

During the past week the 16-inch gun was trans- 
ported by water from the Watervliet Arsenal, West 
Troy, N.Y., to the Sandy Hook Proving Ground, N.J. 
The Merritt-Chapman Wrecking Company did the work. 
A specially constructed car moved the big gun, which 
weighs 130 tons, from the arsenal to the water front, 
where a big wrecking derrick lifted the gun on a ‘barge, 
for transportation to the proving ground. The carriage 
for the gun, it is expected, will be shipped the latter 
part of next month. It was mot thought advisable to 
transport the gun by railroad, on account of the severe 
strain on the bridges. The dock at Sandy Hook, where 
the gun was landed, had been specially strengthened. 
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The French Embassy has notified the State Depart- 
ment that the President of the French Republic has ap- 
pointed several American Army and Navy officers, who 
took prominent parts in the ceremonies attending, the 
unveiling of the Rochambeau statue in Washington, mem- 
bers of the Legion of Honor. Major Gen. John A. Brooke 
has been appointed a commander and Gen. S. B. M. 
Young and Col. Albert L. Mills, officers. . Rear Admiral 
Francis J. Higginson has been appointed » commander, 
and Capts. W. H. Brownson, H. W. Lyon and J. M. 
Hemphill, officers. Comr. A. Gleaves, and Lieuts. A. #1. 
Davis, and G. E. Evans have been appointed chevaliers. 
Of course these appointments cannot be accepted by the 
officers until the consent of Congress has been obtained. 
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In a circular just issued by the Spanish Treaty Claims 
@ommission, that body defines the principles by which 
its proceedings will be governed. Noting that, under the 
Treaty of Paris, the United States assumed the payment 
of all claims of its own citizens for which Spain would 
have been liable under international law, the Commission 
holds that the sole question in all cases properly coming 
before it, is that of the primary liability of Spain. No 
claim will be allowed except where it appears that Spain 
would have been liable had not payment been assumed 
by the United States. 





The applications by the officers of the Navy for retire- 
ment with advanced rank after forty years’ service con- 
tinue to be made. The latest one received was from 
Capt. Frederick M. Symonds, who has had over forty 
years’ creditable service in the Navy. His application is 
now before the Department, but there is no doubt but 
that it will be favorably acted upon.

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AN INTERESTING CASE. 


The following case of interest to officers of the Army 
has been decided in the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Ninth Circuit: 

United States of America, plaintiff in error, vs. E. F. 
Wilcox, defendant in error. 

Referred to the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of California. Before Gilbert and 
Ross, Circuit Judges, and Hawley, District Judge. Ross, 
Circuit Judge, delivered the opinion of the court. 

The court below sustained a demurrer to the complaint 
on the ground that it does not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a cause of action, and that ruling is the basis 
of the single assignment of error found in the record. 

The complaint alleges that the defendant was a Ist 
lieutenant in the 6th Regiment of Cavalry in the United 
States Army, and as such officer “did render his account 
to the United States in the sum of $200, as and for the 
value of a certain horse then and there claimed by the 
said defendant to have been lost in the military service 
of the United States at Fort Lewis in the State of 
Colorado, on or about the sixth day of April, 1889, which 
said account was duly presented to the War Department 
and claim numbered 108,188; that afterward, to wit. on 
the seventh day of December, 1896, said account was duly 
settled by the Auditor of the War Department and a cer- 
tificate of settlement numbered 1,737 duly issued by the 
said Auditor of the War Department for said sum of 
$200, which sum of $200 was paid to said defendant on 
or about the fourteenth day of December, 1896.” It is 
alleged that on the 28th day of May, 1897, the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury directed a revision of the claim 
so presented, settled and paid “and disallowed said claim 
of defendant for the reason that the loss of said horse 
on which the claim of defendant was based, was not 
without fault on the part of said defendant, and said 
defendant by his negligence contributed to the loss of 
said horse, and thereby was not entitled to recover for 
said loss under the Act of March 3, 1885. (23 Stats. at 
Large, p. 350.) That subsequently, to wit, on the 24tn 
day of May, 1898, acting under the direction of the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, the Auditor of the War De- 
partment “restated said claim of defendant and issued a 
new certificate numbered 4,867, raising a charge of $200 
against said defendant, by reason of which said defend- 
ant became then and there indebted to plaintiff in the 
sum of $200.” The complaint alleges the refusal of 
the defendant to pay the said sum after demand made 
and asks for judgment against him therefor. witu interest 
and costs. There is in the complaint no allegation tend- 
ing to establish that in the allowance or payment of the 
claim presented by the defendant in any stage of the 
proceedings. It is true that it is alleged that the sub- 
sequent disallowance of the clitim by the Comptroller of 
the Treasury, upon which the subsequent action of the 
Auditor of the War Department is alleged to have been 
based was “for the renson tliat the loss of the said horse 
on which the said claim of said defendant is based was 
not without fault on the part of the said defendant and 
the said defendant, by his negligence, contributed to the 
loss of said horse, and thereby was not entitled to re- 
cover for said loss under the Act of March 3, 1885.” 
But manifestiy that is but an allegation of the reason 
for the action of the Comptroller of the Treasury, which 
may or may not have been well founded, and is certainly 
not an allegation of any fact. Whether a mistake of 
fact or of law. or the subsequent discovery of fraud in 
the presentation, allowance or payment of the 
claim in question, would, in view of the Act of 
Congress of March 3, 1885. entitled “An Act to provide 
for the settlement of the claims of officers and enlisted 
men in the Army for loss of private property destroyed 
in the military service of the United States,” sustained 
an action like the present. need not be determined or 
considered, for the reason already suggested, that the 
complainr here contains no allegation of any such mis- 
take or frand. Whatever might be held if it was made 
to appear that the claim in question had been presented 
or acted upon or paid under a mistake of fact or law, or 
by reason of any fraud praeticed against the Government, 
certainly in the absence of any such showing. the express 
declaration of Congress that any claim which shall be 
presented and acted upon under the authority of the 
Act shall be held as finally determined, and shall never 
thereafter he reopened or considered, is conclusive 
against anv further action on the part of the Govern- 
ment. Similar views are expressed by the Circuit Court 
for the Southern District of Towa, in the case of United 
States vs. Olmsted, 106 Fed. Rep. 286. 

The judgment is affirmed.

ESTIMATES FOR THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Secretary Root’s estimates for the War Department for 
the next fiscal year abundantly fulfills his pledge of re- 
trenchment in the expenses of the military service. 
Roughly summarized, his estimates show a net decrease 
of $31,420,400.84 in the amounts asked for under all 
the different appropriations subject to the control of 
the War Department, as compared with the estimates 
for 1903, and a net decrease of $20,947,960.35 as com- 
pared with the amounts appropriated for the current 
fiscal year. The appropriations for the “Military Estab- 
lishment,’ embracing all items for the support of the 
Army and the Military Academy show a net reduction 
of $21,862,921.16 from the estimates for 1903, and a net 
reduction of $14,297,119.54 from the total amount ap- 
propriated under this head for the present fiscal year. 
The largest items of decrease appear under the following 
titles of appropriations: Pay of the Army, $3,013,431.54 ; 
subsistence, $3,661,044.20; barracks and quarters, Philip- 
pine Islands, $1,000,000 .00; transportation, $9,0U0,- 
000.00 ; horses, $150,000.00 ; post exchanges, $500,000.00 ; 
hospitals, $200,000.00; contingent funds, $46,640.00. 
The principal items for which increased amounts are 
asked are: Signal Service, $149,800.00; barracks and 
quarters, $1,400,000.00; clothing, $750,000.00; hospitals, 
$285,000.00; buildings, including engineer school, $360,- 
000.00; ordnance stores and supplies, $255,691.00; tar- 
gets, $30,000.00; Military Academy, $38,505.00 

The increase for barracks and quarters is due to the 
resumption of work on new and the reconstruction of 
many of the old Artillery posts, which was interrupted 
by the Spanish War. This work has been nearly doubled 
in volume because of the increase of the Regular Army 
and the return of large bodies of troops from the Philip- 
pines. ‘The cost has also been greatly increased by the 
rising prices of labor and materials. The increase in 














the estimate for the Signal Service is to provide proper 
installation and maintenance of fire control in sea coast 
defenses, the need of which was clearly demonstrated 
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during the joint maneuvers last su.amer. The increase of 

750, for clothing is necessary in order to provide a 
ull year’s supply of clothing and equipage during the 
next fiscal year. By most careful supervision, the De- 
partment has been gradually absorbing the surplus stock 
created by the Spanish-American War, and it ‘s antici- 
pated that this absorption will be completed by the end 
of the present fiscal year. ‘The necessity for the good 
marksmanship, which has resulted from the modern target 
practice is recognized as of paramount importance in the 
military service, and increased estimates are submitted 
to procure an annual supply of ammunition for target 
practice and other purposes required by the Army and to 
provide for an accumulation to meet emergencies which 
must be anticipated and provided for. ‘The increase of 
$30,000 for Artillery targets is due to the adoption of 
improved towing targets for sea coast Artillery districts. 
The increase provided for the Military Academy is simply 
the increase of pay which results from the increased 
number of cadets at West Point in consequence of recent 
legislation. 

Among the reductions shown in estimates under the 
head of “Public Works” are the following: Fortifications, 
$32,124.00;~ monuments, $180,500.00; buildings and 
grounds at Military Academy, $1,968,895.80; national 
military parks, $89,400.00. nder the same heading, the 
following increases appear: Arsenals, $538,736.00; gun 
and insular batteries, $20,000,000.00; torpedoes for har- 
bor defense, $380,334.00; sites for fortifications and sea 
coast defenses, $1,800,000.00; sea walls and embank- 
ments, $60,000.0U; armament of fortifications, $3,413,- 
755.00; Board of Ordnance and Fortification, $100,000.00; 
military posts, $2,182,007.50. 
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GENERAL CHAFFER ON WAR. 


An interview with Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee at his 
headquarters on Governor’s Island, appeared recently in 
the New York Evening World, which says in part:

SOME GOOD RIDING. 

“Suggested Improvements in Military Riding and 
soreaking” was the subject of an interesting lecture, read 
before the Koyal United Service Institution of England, 
by Capt. M. Horace Hayes, F.R.C.V.S. The lecture 
showed that while the French had improved upon their 
haute école methods of seventy years ago, the Dnglish 
had adhered to them, including misconceptions, resulting 
from an erroneous reading of tue French; thus épaule en 
dedens was interpreted to mean that the shoulder of the 
rider should be turned in and not the head of the horse, 
putting him with his tail to the wall of the school. In 
riding backwards, as Captain Hayes explained, the rider 
should bring his weight forward so that the horse can lift 
up his hind legs properly and not rear. In this way, 
the rein-back can be performed with such beautiful pre- 
cision that the rider can make his mount lead off with 
whichever diagonal he likes, and in perfect cadence. A 
snaffle should be used instead of a curve and every 
Cavalry horse taught to lie down by the American 
method. 

In the comments on this lecture, officers present showed 
that a first class horseman will take the same horse at 
least three times as far as a bad rider. Such riding 
would have enabled the English in South Africa to 
cover treble the distance they did with no greater loss. 
In 1880, Capt. A. E. Wood, 4th Cav., U.S.A., a thorough 
horseman, rode with eight men taken from the roster, 
140 miles in 31 hours. The first 25 miles was made in 
four hours and twenty-five minutes; then there was a 
halt for an hour and the horses were unsaddled, groomed 
and fed. Next there was a walk for thirty minutes, a rest 
of ten minutes followed, a six mile trotting gait for fifty 
minutes, after which the men dismounted and walked for 
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ten minutes, then rested for twenty minutes. This al- 
ternately riding and resting brought the horses through 
in excellent condition, with the exception of one horse. 
Our Cavalrymen have made 140 miles with a bad road 
and little water, and that in 22 hours, making, after thi 

60 miles a day on the home trip, following a rest of - 
day, and without injury to the horses. On a race track 
300 miles have been made in 14 hours 9 minutes anj 
1,304 miles in 90 hours. These facts are given by Co} 
Theo. A. Dodge, in the last number of the Journal of 
the Military Service Institution. In the recent race from 
Berlin to Vienna, the winner covered 325 English miles 
in some minutes less than three days. The next one fol- 
lowing him took a trifle over 73 1-2 hours.

Mr. Schmidt bows him- 
self out, saying, “Thank you, Sheneral; thank you 
Sheneral,” “but,” continued the commanding officer, as 
the door closed, ‘‘Mr. Adjutant, the band will take post 
on the bluff overlooking the river, and will make music 
while the rest of the command cut ice.” ‘

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND ON THE CANTEEN. 


“While I am an ardent advocate of total abstinence 
and have devoted many years of my life to persuading 
men to abstain from the use of intoxicating liquors, 1 can- 
not but approve of the manly stand taken by Adjutant 
General Corbin in regard to the Army canteen,” said 
the Most Rev. John Ireland, Archbishop of St. Paul. 


“It would be a grand thing,” he continued, “if we could 
persuade every man in the United States Army to become 
a total abstainer, but until we can accomplish that end 
we must face the conditions as they are. Experience 
has proved that the lesser evil consists in permitting the 
soldiers a certain latitude within the Army posts. by 
so doing, we make them happy and contented, and pre 
vent infractions of discipline and desertions. It is the 
lesser of the two evils, and under existing conditions 
common sense demands that we choose the lesser. As to 
the charge that it is a wrong in the United States to 
sell liquor to soldiers or to permit it to be sold, it Is 
illogical. There is nothing wrong in the sale of liquor 
per se. It is in the abuse of liquor that the evil exists. 
Unfortunately, it is a condition and not a theory that 
confronts us, and it behooves us to meet it like sensible 
men. It should be borne in mind that it is impossible to 
force men to high ideals. That must be accomplished by 
religion and education, The administration needs no en- 
dorsement from me. It is a splendid administration, and 
the officials who have these matters in charge are evi 
dently doing their duty manfully and courageously in the 
face of the difficulties with which they have to contend.”

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Cholera having appeared among the Moros in Min- 
danao, Brig. Gen. Samuel S. Sumner, U.S.A., commané- 
ing in that Island, has been instructed by Major Gen. 
George W. Davis, division commander, to distribute food 
and medicines to the sufferers and among the inhabitants 
of quarantined towns. There is considerable destitution 
among the islanders because of the rigid quarantine and 
the suspension of work on public improvements. 

Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles returned to Manila on Nov. 
24 from an extended tour of inspection through the 
islands. He was heartily received at every point where 
he touched, and reports the condition of the troops as 
fair. On Nov. 22, the transport Ingalls, on which Gen- 
eral Miles was a passenger, went hard aground on a reef 
at the entrance to the harbor of Legaspi, Luzon, where 
she held fast until] the next high tide when she floated and 
resumed her course to Manila. After inspecting Subig 
Bay, General Miles will proceed to China and thence to 
Europe en route to the United States.. 

On account of the increase of ladronism in Leyte, the 
Government has strengthened the constabulary force in 
that island and is circulating translations of the law. 
which makes highway robbery a capital offense. The con- 
stabulary recently captured a man named RBalghadia, 
“Prime Minister” of the Northern Katipunan Society. 
with the seals of the organization, membership blanks 
and valuable records. The Katipunan is a revolutionary 
society. 

Governor Taft received Archbishop Guidi, the Apos 
tolic Delegate to the Philippines, at the Malacanan Pal- 
ace on Nov. 21. The Archbishop pledged the civil av- 
thorities his hearty co-operation in promoting peace and 
prosperity in the islands. 

The cholera situation in Manila has greatly improved 

within the last week, the daily number of new cases hav- 
ing declined from thirty-four to five. The fear that the 
Maroquina River, whence the city derives its water sup- 
ply, had become contaminated, appears to have been w0- 
founded. 
_ Capt. John J. Pershing, 15th U.S. Cavalry, command- 
ing the American column at Camp Viears, Island of 
Mindanao, has crossed Lake Lanao with a detachment 
of 60 men, and visited the friendly Moros living on the 
north shore of the lake. He has made a hopeful report 
on the condition of affairs. 
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ADDRESS RY COLONEL POPE. 


Licut. Col. James Worden Pope, Deputy Quartermas- 
ter General, U.S. Army, made an interesting address on 
Nov. 15, at the quarto-centennial celebration of the Uni- 
yersity of Colorado, saying in part: “It is entirely fit- 
ting that an institution like West Point, which has sent 
out so many officers who distinguished themselves in the 
jong struggle resulting in the ‘winning of the great 
West,’ should be represented at the quarto-centennial of 
one of the greatest institutions of learning in this rap- 
idly developing section of the Republic. West Point 
makes no exclusive claim to the honor due to the United 
States Army for its patient, arduous and laborious work 
in the long battle of civilization, but its martyrs to that 
cause dot the plains from the Canadian border to the 


Mexican frontier. It is affirmed that the loss of life 
among the officers of the Army for twenty years after 
the Civil War was as great in proportion to the number 
of ollicers as it Was during the bloody five years of inter- 
necine strife, and such loss was cau by Indian wars. 

“For eighteen years, as a lieutenant of General Miles’s 
regiment, the 5th U.S. Infantry, I was identified with 
the fighting force of the Army in the West, and a brief 
reference to the experience gained during those 
years simply typify the life of the averag> Army officer 
in those days of so-called peace. My first station was 
Vert Lyon, Colo., and within a few months I joined the 
expedition of Carr and Penrose, which lasted during 
the winter of 1868-9. In the summer of that year came 
the expedition from Kit Carson, Colo., against Indians 
who had murdered workmen of the Kansas Pacific Rail- 
road; afterwards my company guarded that road when 
the so-called Denver extension was completed to Denver. 
In 1873 my company was sent to quell an Indian dis- 
turbance or the Cucharas, at the foot of the Spanish 
Peaks. In 1874-5 we were engaged in a campaign under 
Miles against the combined tribes of the Indian Terri- 
tory Indians, which lasted near a year. In 1876-8 we 
were at War with the Sioux and Nortbern Cheyennes, 
following the Custer massacre. All this is only a fair 
sample of a Regular Army officer’s life in these ‘piping 
times of peace.’ Such Work must have engaged the in- 
terest of the Army officer in the tield of his labor, and, 
wwecther with most of the line officers of the Regular 
A:my, my interest has ever been with the great West. 
So when my friend, Colonel Mills, requested me to rep- 
resent ouc renowned old Alma Mater it gave we genuine 
plersure to come and terder the greetings and congratu- 
lations ef that old and distant institution to this com- 
paratively new but flourishing university of one of the 
most progressive States of the Union. I do this with 
all sineerity, knowing that such felicitations must be 
appreciated as coming from an institution which has 
sent forth so many of its alumni to water with their 
blood these fair plains, to see spring forth from the 
sacrificial altars of their graves, not armed men, but 
noble institutions of learning, great manufacturing es- 
tablishments, and all the arts and industries of peace.”

Capt. John F. McBlain, 9th U.S. Cav., died in a hos- 
pital in Houston, Texas, on Nov. 22, of peritonitis. He 
was senior captain in his regiment, and ‘rose from the 
ranks. He served as a private, corporal and sergeant 
in the 2d U.S. Cavalry from 1872 to July 9, 1880, at 
which time he received a commission as 2d lieutenant, 
and was assigned to the 9th Cavairy. 

William Hall Musgrave, brother of Lieut. John R. 
Musgrave, A.C., U.S.A., died at Shoustown, Pa., Nov. 9. 

Dr. Frederick E. Potter, formerly a surgeon in the U.S. 
Navy, who resigned April 1, 1875, died at Portsmouth, 
N.H., Nov. 18, 1902. 

Many friends in all branches of the Service will learn 
with deep regret of the death of Major James R. Hay- 
den, the father of Capt. John L. Hayden, A.C., U.S.A., 
which occurred in Seattle, Wash., Nov. 14, 1902. Major 
Hayden was the most prominent Mason in the Northwest. 
having been for many years Sovereign Grand Inspector 
General, 33d Degree, A.A.S.R., for Washington, Idaho 
and Alaska. He had served as Department Commander 
of the G.A.R., of the State of Washington, and as Com- 
mander of the Washington Commandery of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion. His was a most lovable, true 
and kindly character and even in the far distant parts of 
the world many a man will feel his eyes moisten when 
he learns of the death of the “Dear old Major.” 

Major Walter Reed, Med. Dept., U.S.A., one of the 
best known bacteriologists in the country, died on Nov. 
23, at the General Hospital, Washington Barracks, D.C., 
following an operation for appendicitis. He was a grad- 
uate of the medical department of the University of Vir- 
ginia and of Bellevue Hospital, New York City. Major 
Reed was appointed an Assistant Surgeon in the Army 
in 1875, and at the time of his death was first on the 
list of majors and surgeons in the Medical Department 
of the Army. In 1893 he was appointed curator of the 
Army Medical Museum in Washington, and gave his time 
to the science which he loved. During the Spanish-Amer- 
fean War he was a member of the board to investigate 
typhoid fever in the Army. After the war, he made sev- 
eral voyages to Cuba and was on duty in Havana, study- 
ing the diseases of the island, more particularly yellow 
fever. Major Reed leaves a widow and a daughter, resid- 
ing in Washington, and a son, Lieut. W. L. Reed, 10th 
U.S. Inf., in the Philippines. 

Mrs. Lucy Reed Curtis, who died on Nov. 17, 1902, at 
her home in Rock Island, Ill., was the wife of Henry 
Curtis, who was from 1861-65 Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Volunteers, and she was also the mother of the 
wife of Lieut. Horace W. Jones, U.S.N. 

Brevet Col. Charles McClure, U.S.A., retired, died 
in Washington, D.C., Nov. 25. He was sixty-five years 
old. Colonel McClure first entered the military Service 
as a captain and commissary of Volunteers, April 28, 
1862, and was appointed to the same grade and office 
in the Regular establishment Aug. 17, 1866.

FREDERICK ALFRED VON KRUPP. 


Frederick Alfred von Krupp, the great gunmaker of 
Germany, who died suddenly on Nov. 23, while not 
trained in military science in the broad sense of the term, 
wns nevertheless more conspicuously identified with the 
development of the great enginery of modern warfare 
than any other man of his time. Inheriting in 1887 the 
collossal plant at Essen, which had its origin in the 
small blacksmith shop, established by his grandfather 
in 1810, Herr von Krupp steadily enlarged its scope 
until it became one of the most influential industrial 
establishments in the world. Following the footsteps of 


his facher, he devoted himself as far as possible to the 
manufacture of firearms, and this industry, which at 
first consisted. largely of the making of small arms, grad- 
ually extended to the production of siege guns, field ord- 
nance and armor plate with which the name of Krupp 
is now indissolubly linked. The works at Essen, grown 
from a tiny village into a city of more than 100,000 
inhabitants, all dependent on the Krupp industries, has 
been for nearly half a century the world’s gun factory. 
The armies and navies of the Old World have drawn 
heavily upon its forges for their ordnance and armor. 
and even the United States has sought the same source of 
supply. France alone, perhaps, of all the great powers 
the world, has not been a customer of the Essen forges, 
for ‘since the Franco-Prussian war, an iron rule has 
prevailed, that no gun bearing the handiwork of Krupp 
should ever be sold to the French. Herr yon Krupp had 
the genius of appreciation for new things. He had the 
triumphant audacity to cut loose from old types, old 
processes, old systems, the very minute anything better 
appeared to take their places. In this respect, he was 
the counterpart of his father, who found the inspiration 
of his highest achievements in the massive genius of John 
Ericsson. The Monitor, indeed, demonstrating the feas- 
ibility of combining guns of increased weight with in- 
creased strength of protective armor, probably gave a 
stronger impetus to the development of Krupp ordnance 
and Krupp armor plate than any other single cause. And 
while the name of Krupp, as we have already suggested. 
is inseparably identified with the great implements of 
modern military science, it is not less conspicuously aa- 


sociated with these mechanical arts which 
farthest advance of civilization and peace. 

Practically the entire population ‘of Essen turned opt 
to attend the funeral of Herr von Krupp. e Kaiser 
walked. behind. the hearse to the cemetery, and at the 
railroad station on his way home ad ed the Kru 
directors and a deputation of workmen, bitterly y 
nouncing the socialists whose unjust attack upon Herr 
von Krupp, who was of a delicate, sensitive nature, hag 
led to his death.

MUSIC AND WAR. 


The Omaha World-Herald says: 

A committee of officers of the West Pcint Army mess 
is compiling the songs of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. Letters have been sent out to commanding and 
other officers of the three Services requesting the con- 
tribution of such songs as may distinctively apply to 
these branches. Copies of poems which may be set to 
music have also been solicited. The purpose is to stim- 
ulate interest in vocal music among the officers, sol- 
diers, sailors and marines. Adjutant General Corbin 
has recommended in his anual report that more at- 
tention be paid to vocal music, and suggests that each 
regiment have its own song. 

Why not? General Corbin’s suggestion is certainly 
commendable. What would a nation be without its 
songs? Charlies Dibdin was pensioned or knighted by 
the British Government for the inestimable service he 
rendered as the author of the songs of its navy. He 
wrote more than 1,000 sea songs, among them “Tom Bow- 
ling’ and other favorites of the English sailors. 

Washington was not averse to vocal music in the 
Army. The fathers of the Revolution marced to victory 
singing the songs of liberty. ‘The war of 1812 was fol- 
lowed by its patriotic songs. It gave birth to the 
“Star Spangled Banner” the grande st anthem penned 
by a patriotic hand. Hopkinson’s “riail ‘Columbia! 
Happy Land!” stirs the blood, and we all bow to the 
sentiment: “The Army anc Navy forever! Three cheers 
for the red, white, and blue.” 

The songs of the Civil War were those or a nation 
in agceny. The camps resounded with the vocal music 
of the soldier boys, and more than once hostilities 
ceased around Vicksburg to hear the Lunibards in the 
trenches. “incold was cheered by the patriotic music 
of the war, and Grant, the silent soldier, heard the 
martial strains of his army as they marched into the 
citadel of the West. “‘The battle hymn of the Republic” 
will never die. It is the apotheosis of a nation and its 
struggles. “Sherman’s March to the Sea” is another 
dedicated to one of the greatest movements in military 
history. 

General Sherman said that when the march began he 
was meditating whether it would be rencwned as a deed 
of arms or the movement of a “crazy fool,” he looked 
hack towards Atlanta and saw the ruined ‘city covered 
with smoke. As he turned one of the soldiers cried: 
“Guess Grant is waiting for us at Richmond, Uncle 
Billy.” At thst moment one of the bands, as it were 
by accident, struck up “Jonn Brcewn’s Body,” and soon 
the whole column were singing it. Never, said General 
Sherman, did I hear finer or more spirited music as 
the sun shone en the gleaming bayonets as far as the 
eye could see. Then he turned to solve the mighty prob- 
lem, from which he was to emerge as one of the most 
renowned chieftains the world has ever seen. 
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CURRENT ORDNANCE WORK. 


General Crozier, Chief of the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment, has recently made public a statement showing 
the work performed by his department since the period 
covered by his annual report, a synopsis of which was 
published Novy. 15. General Crozier states that already 
work has been begun on the newly designed 3-inch 
field guns of nickel steel, which are to be supplied to 


the Field Artillery. These guns are tc be mounted or 
long-recoil field carriages. A trial hac recently been 
made of the improved automatic “pompom™ gun at 
Sandy Hook, and a report has been received indicating 
that the performance of the gun was generally good, 
but the accuracy of the steel shell at 2,000 and 2,500 yards 
was very unsatisfactory. With the automatic action 
100 rounds were fired in 78 seconds, and 200 rounds in 
147 seconds. General Crozier states ir. his memorandum 
that before the 200 rounds were completed, steam was 
vigorously emitted from the water jacket and _ contin- 
ved for a short time after the firing ceased. Changes 
are needed in the gun and in its mechanism. General 
Crozier says that the whole equipment of this gun as 
a field piece is heavier than the weight of the gun and 
ammunition appears to warrant. Some batteries of 
these guns have been scent to the Philippine Islands 
for tests under conditions of actual warfare, and there 
is also one battery in reserve in this country. 

The memorandum shows that there have been ordered 
thirty-four mountain gun carriages, in addition to the 
seventy-three in process of manufacture. It has been 
‘lecided to equip the wheels of all ammunition trucks 
with rubber tires to reduce the risk of explosions. One 
thousand aluminum cups and meat can are to be man- 
ufactured under the direction of the Ordinance Depart- 
ment for testing purposes. ‘The new swords for offi- 
cers, in lengths of thirty. thirty-two and thirty-four 
inches, are being manufactured, and it is expected that 
a sutticlert supply will be ready to meet the demands 
by July 1, next, when it is ordered that all officers of 
the Army shall be provided with their new uniforms. 
A one-pounder steel shell has been manufactured for 
sut-callbe ber practice. This shell burets upcn impact 
with the water, and it is said that the effectiveness of 
the shots can be easily determined. A design has been 
»repared for converting for aeletiog purposes three- 
inch muzzle loading rifies to breech loaders, using me- 
tallic ammunition and with a pedestal mount. The Ord- 
nance Department has undertaken the manufacture of 
a new firing attachment for six-inch rapid fire guns 
and a new attachment of similar design for twelve- 
inch rifles. General Crozier states that if this model of 
attachment is found satisfactory it will be applied to all 
but eight-inch, ten-inch and twelve-inch breech loading 
rifles, and twelve-inch mortars. The Bethlehem Steel 
Company will manvfacture for the Ordnance Depart- 
ment thirty fifteen-pounder rapid fire guns mounted 
“in barbette.”

Interest in the winter maneuvers of the Navy in the 
Carribean Sea shows no sign of abatement at the Navy 
Department. On Dec. 1, next Monday, Admiral Dewey 
will sail from Washington with his staff on the May- 
flower. The search problem, with which the series of 
manetivers is to open, is scheduled to begin Dec. 5, when 
Rear Admiral Higginson will be officially notified that 
the “enemy” had been sighted in a certain latitude and 
longitude three days previously. The European and 
South Atlantic Squadrons are to rendezvous in the Gulf 
of Paria, Island of Trinidad, and then make a dash for 
some port in Porto Rico, the Danish West Indies, 
Culebra or Crab Islands. Word has reached the Navy 
Department that the main squadron of the North At- 
lantic Squadron, consisting of the battleships Kearsarge, 
Alabama, Massachusetts and Indiana, and the cruisers 
Cincinnati and Detroit, the gunboat Machias, the supply 
ship Culgoa and the tug Fortune, arrived on Noy. 21 
at Culebra Island, which has no telegraphic commu- 
nication with the outside world. The cruiser San 
Francisco sailed on Nov. 24 from Port of Spain, Trini- 
dad, for the Gulf of Paria, where the vessels of the 
“enemy” are to rendezvous, 
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THE CANTEEN—SENTIMENT VS. EXPERI- 
ENCE. 


It is a curious fact that the first expression of oppo- 
sition to the proposed restoration of the sale of beer 
at post exchanges is a charge of bad faith against the 
Secretary of War. In brief, this charge is that while 
he has made public many formal recommendations 
from Army officers in favor of the beer feature, he has 
withheld the recommendations of officers who oppose 
it.. It was hardly worth the Secretary’s while to dig- 
nify this contemptible charge with a denial, but he has 
done so in a way that will either shame his detractors 
into silence or compel them to seek a new line of attack. 
The reason that Mr. Root has published no reports 
opposing the restoration of the beer feature is that no 
such reports have been submitted to the War Depart- 
ment. Wherever the current annual reports ‘of de- 
partment and staff officers have touched on the ques- 
tion at all they have pointed out the shocking evils 
resulting from the change in the post exchange and 
earnestly recommend a return to the old system in the 
interest of morals, health, and military efficiency. 

The results which have followed the abolition of the 
canteen are so alarming that no real friend of the 
Army. can ignore them. Not one post commander has 
reported any improvement in consequence of the 
change, while many report that it has resulted in a 
shocking increase of drunkenness, vice, and mental and 
physical degeneracy among the members of the en- 
listed force. The Adjutant General of the Army, in 
his aunual report, states that since the canteen was 
abolished intoxication and offenses due to intoxica- 
tion have greatly increased, and he declares it as his 
serious opinion that the increase of desertions and of 
trials for infractions of discipline is due in large de- 
gree “to the abolition of the former priviliges of the 
exchange.” 

The belief, which appears to be seriously entertained 
in some quarters, that the closing of the canteens has 
led to a decreased consumption of liquor by the sol- 
diers is ludicrous to the last degree. It is fiatly re- 
futed by a few simple facts. Immediately adjacent 
to the various posts of the Army there are nearly 
1,500 saloons, most of them dens of vice, where the 
liquor dispensed is of the vilest quality. The number 
of these places was increased by nearly 300 during 
the last fiscal year. All of these saloons derive four- 
fifths of their revenues from the soldiers of the neigh- 
boring garrisons. The proprietors of these places are 
naturally opposed to the restoration of the canteen. 
They fatten on the soldiers’ pay and in return they 
dispense poisonous intoxicants which have done more 
to spread discontent and impair discipline in the Army 
in the last two years than all other causes combined. 

The witnesses to the evils of the present system are 
too numerous to name and their testimony, as the War 
Department points out, is too voluminous to publish. 
The nearly universal opinion appears to be that the 
abolition of the canteen was a mistake, and that its 
restoration would be a step in the direction of tem- 
perante and good order. Among the troops on duty 
in the Philippines the results which have followed the 
prohibition of beer-selling at post exchanges are pe- 
cullarly distressing. The soldier, no longer able to 
procure a bottle of beer at the ¢anteen, buys a quart 
of tino, a native distillation, for eighteen cents, Mex- 
ican, This liquor, as described by Col. Charles L. 
Heizmann, Asst. Surg. Gen., U.S.A., formerly Chief 
Surgeon of the Division of the Philippines, causes “a 
maniacal, acute alcoholism in which any crime may be 
committed, and after recovery from a debauch de- 


pression is much greater than from methylic alcohol.” 
Habitual users-of this vicious intoxicant, Colonel Heiz- 
mann adds, become perverted, entering into that state 
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«o often seen in. morphine fiends, of loss of responsi- 
pility and imability to distinguish betweem right and 
wrong. 

Testimony of equal significance comes from Brig. Gen. 
Joseph P. Sanger, U.S.A., Inspector General: of the 
Division. During the year covered in ‘his annual re- 
port General Sanger visited, personally or by assistant, 
every one of the 639 occupied places in the islands, and 
as a result of his inspection he declares that conditions 
among the troops are such that it seems “impossible 
that Congress should continue the prohibition against 
the canteen when it is evident that the sale of beer 
would be a precaution against pernicious habits and 
their fatal and disastrous results.” 

To the suggestion which is made frequently, and in 
undoubted good faith, that the sale of becr and light 
wines at post exchanges might initiate or encourage 
habits of intemperance, General Sanger offers a com- 
plete and instructive reply. He shows, from a careful 
census of the 342 companies of troops in the Philippine 
Islands, that in 60 companies every enlisted man used 
yinous, malt, or spirituous liquors at date of enlistment; 
in 130 companies, between 90 and 100 per cent.; in 58 
eompanies, between 80 and 90 per cent.; in 26 com- 
panies, between 70 and 80 per cent.; in 20 compenies, 
between 60 and 70 per cent. To this statement Gen- 
eral Sanger adds—and his views are in line with those 
of all other intelligent observers—that the number of 
chronic drunkards will probably increase if men are 
obliged, as now, to resort to native liquors in order to 
sotisfy a natural craving for which pure beer, sold under 
oficial restrictions, would suffice. 

The controversy over the canteen has been reopened, 
vd the question is whether its settlement shall be 
(dictated by mere sentiment or by experience. A large 
number of high-minded officers, speaking from long 
experience in actual command of troops in the Philip- 
pines and elsewhere, earnestly declare that the restora- 
tion of the canteen as it was would be helpful to so- 
briety, health, discipline and efficiency. These officers 
know the soldier, they are responsible for his condition 
and welfare, and have a sympathetic interest in what- 
ever increases his welfare and comfort. They know 
his strength and his weakness, his cravings and his en- 
vironment. To assume that the recommendation of 
these officers for the restoration of the canteen is 
prompted by a desire to increase drunkenness in the 
Army is at once monstrous and absurd. Yet the re- 
jection of their advice would mean that Congress dis- 
trusted either their inteliigence or their integrity or both. 
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LEGISLATION FOR THE SERVICES. 


It is understood that the President will give compari- 
tively little space in his message to Congress to the needs 
of the Army and Navy. These subjects were dealt with 
at length in his last annual message. He will make an 
urgent appeal to Congress to continue the work of con- 
struction for the Navy and to increase the number of 
officers. The President will probably, it is said, strongly 
favor the General Staff project for the Army, but it is 
not likely that he will touch upon canteen matters. It 
will be noticed that Secretary Moody, in his annual re- 
port, which we print in another column of this edition, 
makes no specific recommendation for increasing the float- 
iug strength of the Navy in the way of battleships and 
cruisers. The Secretary informs us that his specifie re- 
commendation will be made direct to Congress after 
further consultation with members of the Board of Con- 
struction and the individual members of the House and 
Senate Committees on Naval Affairs. The Secretary as- 
sures us that he is irrevocably in favor of building up 
the Navy and that he will work with that end in view 
during bis administration. As he states in his annual 
report, however, Mr. Moody regards the paramount need 
of the Navy at this time to be more officers, but Navy 
officers at the Department are not very hopeful of a favor- 
able result. 

Several prominent Senators and Representatives in- 
terested in naval affairs have been at the Navy Depart- 
ment this week in consultation with Secretary Moody on 
prospective legislation. Among these callers, Senator Hale, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, was 
particularly noticeable. The Senator was unwilling to 
«xpress himself at this time regarding naval legislation. 
It is certain, however, that a great many members of the 
two naval committees are not in favor of a shipbuilding 
program for each session of Congress, but believe that 
is matter should be attended to only in the long session, 

once every two years. This is thoroughly understood 

the Navy Department, but strenuous endeavors will 
nevertheless be made to counteract this feeling and to 
siow Congress the necessity of a program every session. 
The members of the Board of Construction, each of whom 
has been seen by our Washington representative, believe 
tat Congress should this session appropriate for not less 
thar two Battleships and two armored cruisers besides 
the smaller ships asked for by Secretary Moody. 

We have already on several occasions stated what is 
being mapped out by the War Department for the coming 
Congress. The bill to be submitted by Secretary Root is 
now nearly completed and will probably be introduced in 
Congress immediately after that body meets next month. 
In order to meet the views of his bureau chiefs, it is under- 
«ood that Secretary Root will eliminate this year his pro- 
ject for the consolidation of certain staff departments re- 
commended last year. This consolidation scheme never met 
with the unqualified approval of the heads of the staff 
departments concerned and was fought in Congress. 





We understand that the Secretary ‘Will devote par- 
ticular attention to the proposed crea of an ade- 
quate National Militia system and the organization of 
a General Staff of the Army, both of which projects 
Mr. Root heartily favors. The Secretary” is greatly 
pleased with the benefits deriyed from thé joint ma- 
neuvers of the Army and Navy last summer and the 
subsequent maneuvers of the Army at Fort Riley, and 
earnestly approves of the plan for annual maneuvers. 
The subject of coast defense will receive the earnest 
attention of the Secretary, also the subjects ‘of field 
artillery and small arms. The abolition of the, trans- 
port service is favored, a further reduction of the) tariff 
on imports from the Philippines, and the adoption of 
the gold standard in the islands. A full analysis ‘of 
Secretary Root’s report will appear in these columns 
next week. £3 
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Washington despatches indicate that the question of 
hazing at the United States Military Academy will 
again come before Congress at the approaching session 
through an appeal for the reinstatement of former

that no evidence of hazing was submitted to the court- 
martial on whose finding he was dismissed, that he had 
no opportunity to present an adequate defense, and that 
his interests were prejudiced by his compliance with 
the advice of his counsel to plead guilty. Pendleton 
says that his counsel told him that it made no differ- 
ence whether he pleaded guilty or not guilty, as the 
object of the defense would be to show that there was 
no intent to haze, the definition of hazing making it. not 
hazing if there was no intent, and that a plea of guilty 
would aid him in that it would give him the opportunity 
to make a statement to the court. “In regard to the 
lamentable error of my counsel,” Pendleton says, “in ad- 
vising me to make what I declare to be an absolutely 
‘erroneous plea, I have only to say that I believe it was 
due entirely to his failure to appreciate the fact that a 
plea of guilty before a general court martial obliges 
the court to find the charge proven by plea.” Pendle- 
ton’s friends assert that he should have had the oppor- 
tunity between the finding of the court’s verdict and its 
confirmation by the President to make some endeavor 
to secure a modification of the court’s sentence. In- 
stead, however, they say that he was kept under arrest 
and in ignorance of the court’s finding until the record 
of the trial had been sent to Washington and approved 
by President Roosevelt. This approval they assert to 
have been purely a formal one, without examination. 
Pendleton was a member of the first class and in high 
standing. He seeks legislation restoring him to the 
Military Academy, and his friends also favor an act 
granting the right of appeal in al! cases like his own. 
It is probable that the presentation of this matter to 
Congress will lead to an animated discussion of the 
whole subject of hazing at West Point.

The War Department is not at all pleased to learn 
of the proposed attempt on the part of lieutenants of 
Infantry and Cavalry to secure a modification of the 
provisions of the act of Feb. 2, 1901, so far as it. re- 
lates to the relative rank of lieutenants. They object 
to being barred from advancement to the lineal rank 
to which they believe themselves to be entitled because 
of the consideration for officers appointed under the 
act who received no credit for previous volunteer ser- 
vice when they accepted their commissions. The young 
men who are stirring up this matter were distinctly 
notified by the Secretary of War at the time of their 
appointment that they were not obliged to accept an 
appointment if they were not satisfied with the condi- 
tions of the act, which had been carefully considered 
with due regard to the rights of all concerned, If they 
are not now satisfied their best course is to resign and 
not jeopardize the interests of the whole Army by send- 
ing an attorney to Washington, as it is understood they 
are proposing to do, to air their personal grievances. 
Such a course is contrary to military discipline, and the 
Army has secured so much from legislation of the past 
two years that it would be supposed the young men 
engineering this scheme would be willing to leave their 
affairs in the hands of the Secretary.of War. Every 
effort to divert the attention of the ‘members of the 
military committees to supposed individual wrongs only 
occupies valuable time which could otherwise be ‘de- 
voted to the consideration of bills. having the general 
welfare of the Army in view. There is some legislation 
which the Secretary of War will urge upon Congress 
to the exclusion of all other matters during the short 
session this winter. If the Senate should act favorably 
on the nominations which the’ President will send in to 
confirm the recess appointments and promotions of 
lieutenants in the Artillery ‘arm, it is thought that any 
effort on the part of the Infantry and Cavalry officers 
of the character indicated will be doomed to failure. 
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“Throughout last week Midshipman Aiken, left guard 
on ‘the football team of the Annapolis Cadets, was a 
subject of general public attention,” the New York 
Sun says. “A very few years ago an injury such as 
his would have been diagnosed vaguely as an injury 
of the brain, beyond human help, and the victim would 
have died. Not so to-day, however. The Dean of 
American surgery, Dr. Keen, of Philadelphia, was 
called upon, and to-day Aiken’s recovery is looked for.

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brain, to define its position precisely, to open the skull 
at the point indicated, to find the clot of bleed: where 
they had predicted it would be found, and to remove it. 
The triumphs of modern surgery in all sorts of acci- 
dents and operations are a familiar story to the ex- 
pert, and he no longer wouders at them; but to those 
unfamiliar with such facts they seem incredible. “What 
will strike the average layman as particularly notice- 
able is that while Aiken suffered, as the records indi- 
cate, mo. fracture of the skull and scarcely even any 
perceptible bruise on the head, yet from the localizing 
symptoms alone the surgeons were assured as to the 
cause and seat of the trouble and so ventured confi- 
dently upon what we most earnestly hope will be a 
successful treatment.” » 
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The War Department has received many applications 
for appointment to fill the two vacancies in the grade 
of Chaplain in the Army. A third vacancy will occur 
on Dec. 15 by the retirement of Chaplain Bernard 
Kelly, of the Method'st Episcopal denomination, An, ap- 
plication has been received from Chaplain D. R. Lowell, 
retired, to be allowed to return to active duty. He Was 
retired in 1897 for disability, incident to the Service. 


‘ Chaplain Lowell states that he has sufficiently recovered 


from his incapacity for active duty to allow of his 
again serving the Government until his retirement for 
age in 1910. He cannot be replaced on the active list, 
however, without a special act of Congress. 








Capt. Willard H. Brownson, superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, was at the Navy Department this week 
for the purpose of discussing matters pertaining to pros- 
peetive legislation in the interest of the Academy.

the Navy at out-of-the-way places, being of the opinion”. 
that the establishment of a ‘coaling station at some” 
place seldom visited in time of peace by ships of the 
Navy, simply for the reason that it might be needed 
in time of war, is a foolish expense. He believes ‘that 
coaling stations should be placed at such important 
points as are often visited in times of peace by naval 
vessels. 
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The little flotilla of torpedo boats, with the destroyer 
Decatur as flagship, has arrived at its destination and 
the Department officials are indulging in many con- 
gratulations over the safe performance of °the feat.”™ 
These small craft will remain at Culébra until some 
time in the spring, when they will return to the United 
States by the same easy stages as were émployed in 
going to San Juan.

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TARGET PRACTICE IN THE ARMY. 


The following comments upon target practice in the 
Army are called forth by observations in this summer’s 
Army competitions, and other competitions, combined 
with an extensive experience in rifle shooting, competi- 
tions, ete., both in the Army and ont. 

I do not believe that there can be anyone who will not 
acknowledge that markmanship in the Army to-day is 
far below what it was fifteen to twenty years ago. The 
campaigning and unsettled conditions during the last 
four years have interfered with target practice and in- 
struction. The greatly reduced allowance of ammunition 
has lowered the standard very materially, while the 
style of target used for several years past has reduced it 
still further. 

G.O. No. 62, ¢.s., will improve the former condition, 
and if we could have the old Blunt elliptical or the cir- 
cular bullseye target, the company commander might 
expect some visible results from his labors in the gallery 
and on the range. The reason for the change to our 
present style of target was never clear to me, aud was 
based upon what several years’ trial has proved to be 
nothing better than a theory. It was announced that the 
figure target was intended to accustom the men to shoot 
low, but the result has been anything but what was de- 
sired, and the target itself has defeated its own object. 
Constructed on a mistaken idea, it is the most incon- 
sistent thing in the shape of a target that was ever seen 
on a rifle range. Nothing can be more discouraging 
to a shooter than to receive only four or three points in 
his score for a shot that is really closer and better than 
one for which he counts five points, except possibly to 
miss the target entirely with a shot that misses the 
bullseye only half an inch. There is nothing more en- 
couraging to the novice or the expert than to be given 
credit for close shooting, and he does not receive that 
credit with our present target. The idea that we must 
have the figure of a man in the different positions of 
firing placed at the bottom of the target, in order to 
teach men to hit such an object in actual service, and to 
teach them to shoot low, is the biggest kind of a mis- 
take. A man trained to hit our old regulation cir- 
cular bullseye is more: likely to be able to hit a man, 
horse or any other object in action than a man who has 
been compelled to shoot at our present (dis)figured target 
until his marksmanship has been almost ruined. This 
target was tried at Sea Girt the first year after it was 
adopted by the Army by the National Rifle Association 
of America and the New Jersey State Rifle Association, 
but there was such a unanimous protest from the hun- 
dreds of representative riflemen that its use was at once 
discontinued and the circular bullseye targets have been 
used there ever since. The circular bullseye is used by 
all rifle organizations and associations of every kind 
throughout the world, and, I believe, by every army ex- 
cept ours. Our present figure target is almost univer- 
sally condemned by the officers and others who have to 
use it in trying to educate riflemen. 

To approximate actual service conditions, why not 
permit a man to take advantage of every condition of 
ground, etc., as he would be required to do in actual 
service? A man who would not get down as low as is 
consistent with good shooting behind banks, in ditches, 
ete., and rest his gun on top of the bank or anything 
else that he could use for that purpose, no matter 
whether he was one hundred or one thousand yards 
from the enemy, would overlook his best opportunities 
and show that his training had been at least slighted. 

The 250 rounds per man authorized by G.O. No. 62, 
«s., is still not sufficient, although an improvement. 
Twice that amount is not enough. The time to be spent 
on the range should be greatly extended so as to afford 
increased opportunities for individual instruction in the 
company. 

Separate prizes should be given for shooting at known 
distances and for skirmishing (as was done in 1884), in 
all Army competitions, and these two very distinct kinds 
of marksmanship should not be combined. The Na- 
tional Rifle Association has not a single match on its 
program now where these two styles of shooting are 
combined in a score. 

Again, all competitions in skirmishing should be as 
nearly at unknown distances as possible and with un- 
limited ammunition, the only limit on the competitor 
being on the time of each halt. He should also be al- 
lowed to take any position he chooses at all ranges. 
Who would think of requiring a man to kneel at six 
hundred yards on the skirmish line in action, at all times, 
and to lie down at shorter ranges? Who will say that 
the men who can fire sixty to eighty shots in a skir- 
mish run and secure forty to sixty hits is not a better 
skirmisher than one who can fire only forty to fifty 
shots and get only thirty to forty hits? 

Another point of vital importance to the Army is that 
every officer should be as good a revolver shot as he can 
become with patient training and careful practice. This 
has been greatly neglected, due chiefly to the too limited 
amount of revolver ammunition allowed and the fact 
that it was not made obligatory on foot officers to prac- 
tice with the revolver. The officers’ competition helps, 
but it only affects the expert, and is rather discouraging 
than otherwise to him who realizes that there is no pos- 
sibility of his ever becoming sufficiently expert with the 
revolver and the rifle combined to justify his being the 
one selected to represent his regiment in that competi- 
tion. There should be a regularly prescribed and graded 
course of instruction in revolver practice, with different 
grades of proficiency, corresponding to our present grades 
of marksmanship with the rifle, and with some small 
insignia to represent the different grades, similar to the 
marksman’s pin and the sharpshooter’s cross, furnished 
by the Ordnance Department, to be worn on the uniform 
coat by those entitled to them. 

The Army has been trying for several years to im- 
prove the service revolver. First, the caliber was re- 
duced from .45 to .36, and again to .30, in trying to 
secure a reliable automatic pistol for active service. I 
have at least tried every kind of revolver and automatic 
pistol in the service, except the latest, the Luger, and I 
have seen that operated by others, and have not seen 
one yet that does not jam. The Mauser is the best I 
have seen or used, and I believe less liable to become 
disabled in action, but the automatic pistol, to begin with, 
is a mistaken theory. That a revolver should be made 
to do the work of a rifle is unreasonable; the revolver 
was and should be only a weapon of defense and per- 
sonal protection in the closest quarters, and to that end 
it should have the greatest attainable stopping powers 
consistent with accurate shooting. The present reduced 
caliber revolvers and automatic pistols have not that 
power to a sufficient extent. 

This also brings up the question of accuracy in re- 
volvers. The present service revolver, Colt .38, is wey 
accurate, but it is not as accurate as the latest Smit 


& Wesson .38 caliber revolver, which is the most ac- 
curate shooting revolver I have ever used, and in its 
whole action works smoothly and beautifully. It has 
several small but very nice improvements that increase 
its value as a defensive weapon very materially. It is 
understood that the Smith & Wesson people are getting 
out a new .44 caliber revolver intended particularly for 
the military service, and it should be an ideal military 
revolver. f 9g 

Reverting to the subject of automatic pistols, why 
has it been necessary for the Department to issue special 
instructions for the manipulation of the Luger to pre- 
vent misfire? I have seen that pistol get out of order 
wae sp used simply at target practice, and firing de- 

rately. 

Target practice in the Army is one of the most im- 
portant branches of the service, yet there is no officer at 
Army Headquarters to look after its interests, All of 
our wars have been won by our superior marksmanship, 
both on sea and land; and it is believed that there 
should be an officer of unusual experience and judgment 
in that direction in Washington to look after the target 
practice of the Army and all kindred subjects, the same 
as is now done at each Departmental Headquarters. 
This officer should not only be familiar with every branch 
of his subject theoretically, but he should be a thorough- 
ly practical, and, if possible, expert rifleman. There is 
no reason why our Army should not be placed upon that 
plane of perfection in rifle shooting which it enjoyed 
fifteen to twenty years ago, for it is believed that we 
have better material now than we had then. This is to 
be expected from the extensive target lego that js 
being conducted by the National Guard of the several 
States and the increased individual interest in rifle 
—— displayed by the country in general, especially 

y the younger men. There seems to be such a large 
field for an energetic officer, an enthusiast on the sub- 
ject of rifle and revolver shooting, that I cannot help 
expressing the hope that such a detail may be made 
soon. 

It is also believed that the system of marking our 
targets can be improved somewhat. I believe that the 
British and Canadian systems possess some points su- 
perior to ours.

A NEW SCHEME OF PROMOTION. 


In the report on the proposed law altering the method 
of promotion in the French army, referred to last week, 
Capt. T. Bentley Mott, A.C., states that from 1827 to 
1870 the French army was almost continually in cam- 
paign and the officers won their promotion at the point 
of the sword. During the last thirty-two years, all this 
has changed, and it has become necessary to find some 
just and continuous process of selection to reward and 
encourage the best men in and to give the Army the bene- 
fit of the best intelligence at the top and that they shall 
reach there when still young enough to have years of use- 
fu! work before them. The law now in force makes the 
promotion by selection of subalterns and field officers de- 
pendent largely upon the recommendations they receive 
during the year or two immediately preceding their pro- 
motion, while the good or bad work of a long, previous 
period is overlooked. It is believed that the law proposed 
will strengthen the spirit of emulation among all officers 
and increase the moral ascendency of their commanding 
officers, since each. man’s ulterior promotion, however 
distant, will depend upon the totality of the notes given 
him by his superiors. @ purpose is to make every act, 
whether in campaign or garrison, whether on Service 
with troops or in the officer’s private study, recognizable 
by a substantial increment of promotion; and finally, 
when these increments reach a certain sum, to enable the 
officer in question, to be advanced one grade and ordinary 
commonplace performance will delay promotion and re- 
serve the highest commands for those men, who, during 
a long period have given proofs of extra ability and 
energy. Of the French scheme Captain Mott says: “It 
is difficult not to see in the scheme of this promotion 
law, a valuable suggestion to the American Service. If 
there is any one recognized and serious defect in our 
system, it is the absence of any direct stimulant, which 
is continuously applied to those officers, who work and 
develop their abilities or of any regularly operative and 
visible punishment to those who simply &, within the 
law. It is a tremendous tax upon the professional pride 
of industrious and able men to find that, in long years 
their position in life is exactly that of a comrade who 
is notoriously inefficient and idle, that no punishment 
comes to one and no reward to the other except the ap- 
proval of his conscience and that of a small circle of 
comrades. Agreeable details constitute the only reward 
open to the vast majority and this is as likely to come 
from powerful friends as from unusual abilities. 

“We all know how cadets work at West Point and 
we all know why. The constant fear of being found de- 
ficient on the one hand, and the constant aim to graduate 
high and start above one’s fellows on the other, keeps 
that school on the tip toe of emulation. The Service 
schools have no such visible rewards to offer, and no 
punishment for idleness, lack of ability or even mild 
drunkenness has even been meted out in a way to excite 
alarm in any succeeding class. 

“Suppose a law in operation, which provided that each 
commanding officer, beginning with captains, shall in the 
autumn of each year recommend increments of promotion 
to deserving subordinates. Pach officer disposes of one 
month increment for each subordinate and he must state 
brief reasons for his recommendation. ese recommen- 
dations go through regular military channels to the Ad- 
jutant General of the Army. Each superior in forward- 
ing these recommendations must approve or disapprove 
them. In the latter case the reasons for disapproval 
must be stated. A board at the War Department ex- 
amines these lists and is empowered to modify and ad- 
just any glaring inequalities which might result from 
unforeseen circumstances, but this board cannot origin- 
ate any increments for any officer. The system shall ap- 
ply to all officers up to the grade of lieutenant colonel, 
that is, determine the list of seniority of all grades to in- 
clude lieutenant colonels. 

“Officers of the staff departments receive increments 
of one-half month from the chief under whom they are 
serving, and one-half month from the chief of the de- 
partment. No officer shall receive more than _ three 
months’ increment in any one year except graduates of 
the War College, who shall receive from four to eight 
months and of the Staff College, who may receive from 
zero to five months. The other details would be arranged 
as in the table prepared for the French army. Incre- 
ments and the resulting list of seniority as finally estab- 
lished by the central board shall be published annually 
and is not subject to modification by any authority except 


gress. 
“The result would be to establish each year a new sen- 
iority list in each arm and corps, and as vacancies occur 
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the name at the head of the list would be taken as is now 
done. Such a system would be a powerful aid to disci- 
g a unit, as the regiment, post aes 
as company, ment, post or depa nt. 
It would put vigor and purpose into all the Service 
schools and it would bring to the Army the application 
of the rule, which has been the secret of all American 
business “May the best man win.’ 
¥ fact that all recommendations from superior 
officers must be considered, that these recommendations 
must determine the central board in arranging the list, 
and that the list as thus arranged cannot be modified 
by the Secretary of War or the President, prevents the 
possibiliity of political influence interfering with anv 
promotion to the grade of colonel. The President_alone, 
with the aid of his advisers, must name general officers. 
“Such a system of selection places the determination 
of who are the best men in the hands of the superiors 
of those men, whatever may be their grade; it tends to 
cohesion and subordination and strengthens the authority 
of every commander. It cannot totally eliminate personal 
favoritism and prejudice—nor can any scheme by which 
one man or body of men, judge the conduct of another. 
But the operation of the system, covering as it would, 
thirty years of an officer’s life, would tend to equalize al! 
forces and in the end the propulsion of the right men 
forward would take place, and the sluggards and incom 
petents at the end of twenty years would certainly have 
found their level.” 
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EXPERIENCE AMONG FILIPINOS. 


Surigao, Mindanao, Sept. 6, 1902. 

I have read with considerable interest what appeared 
in your columns in regard to the Army methods in this 
country. The military are the best judges as to how 
the Filipinos should be treated, especially those of us 
who have served here since August, 1898, and who 
faced death in the field in order to bring peace to this 
country. Having been intimately connected with many 
of the important events of the war, I have had occa- 
sion to study the Filipino character somewhat carefully, 
especially as regards the Visayans, and I believe that 
my opinion is that of most Army officers, whose meth- 
ods I endorse. Though the Spaniards have been cruel 
and overbearing, yet they understood the Filipino 
character better than we did. Our so-called “‘little 
brown brother,” is not our equal and cannot be, and 
it seems absurd to attempt to successfully apply at once 
to these half civilized Malays methods and laws which 
suit an entirely different and enlightened race of people. 
Those in the Army, who, in the conduct of a most try- 
ing mode of warfare, have at times adopted the meth- 
ods of the Filipinos themselves, have been unsuccess- 
ful, it is true, but their success is now the cause of a 
most virulent attack on the Army, evidently by people 
who have never left their fireside, and who never feel 
patriotic enough to endanger their lives as we have 
done since 1898 for the sake of our fiag. 

In the midst of this warfare against the military, it 
is refreshing to hear from the Filipinos themselves on 
the subject. Quite recently, I received a letter from 
one of these, an ex-sergeant of a native regiment, who 
served under General Rios in his campaign against the 
Moros, and who has since performed most excellent 
duty with us, and who has gone unrewarded. This mau 
says in part: “They are now here investigating the 
‘water cure.’ In my humble opinion, no one is to 
blame more than the Filipinos themselves, for in their 
methods of warfare they have incorporated every kind 
of barbarous practice. The Americans being unac- 
quainted with the country and its people, have done 
nothing more than to be guided by the information re- 
ceived from the Filipinos, who, as a rule, had been the 
victims of abuses on the part of their countrymen in 
arms, and who made use of their influence over the 
Americans to avenge themselves on those who had 
offended them. That is all: Filipinos against Filipinos, 
and the Americans the medium of action more or less 
mistaken, according to the character or the feelings of 
those who commanded the detachments.” 

Judging from my personal experience with these 
people during the troublesome times now passed, the 
first reply of a Filipino is invariably a lie. Sometimes 
he persists so much in prevaricating in the face of the 
strongest evidence, that any one not blessed with the 
sweetest temper feels an irresistible desire to knock the 
offender down. Judging from all the prominence given 
to the “Water Cure,” it is possible that some obstinate 
liar did take a drink that no W.C.T.U. member should 
object to, and learned thereby what truth really is, 
although he knocked the bottom out of the old proverb: 
“In vino veritas.” in so doing. 

Of late the military have taken a back seat in favor 
of the civilians. When the epidemic of cholera broke 
out some months ago, the Civil Government appealed to 
the military for their assistance in fighting the disease. 
The services of the Medical Department were cheerfully 
tendered, and every one is aware of the efficient work 
performed by the Army doctors, irrespective of their 
rank. This dual fight against the comma bacillus gave 
rise to more or less friction between the civil and the 
military. Some of my confreres have informed me that 
they had to contend with the greatest amount of annoy- 
ance on the part of the civil authorities, and were even 
unable to comply with the orders received from their 
chiefs in regard to sanitary measures required to be 
enforced, Quarrelling in the face of the comma baccil- 
lus is a serious matter. 

Though there may be many other cheering instances 
of civil and military cordiality and entente, I cannot 
fail to cite that of my own town, which I will not 
name, however. Here, the entire native population is a 
unit in favor of the Army doctor, who is performing 
for the past four or five months every sort of duty 
in connection with the sanitation of the town. The 
people are intelligent enough to realize that what is 
being done is for their good, and better still, they are 
grateful to the extent of expressing officially their 
appreciation of the services rendered by the Army doc- 
tor. On June 30, an exhaustive sanitary report was 
forwarded to the Surgeon General, which pictures the 
situation and the people quite clearly. What was said 
then, can now be repeated with still more assurance, 
that these people are like so many children who need 
a strong hand to guide them in the path they are to 
follow. They are fond of music and amusements, and 
dislike work, be it manual or intellectual. Their end- 
less list of fiestas takes up the greater part of their time 
as the cock pit does their money, the fiesta of the 





patron saint of the village alone consuming 
about ten days. Still, in spite of their indo- 
lence, it is ible to arouse them in a measure 


possib 
from their torpor and to infuse into them some spirit 
of progress. In this town they have been persuaded 
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to build on a large scale, to ve their streets, to 
gfain the town, etc., all of the rovements being a- 
materia! benefit to the place. Owing to the rumors 
of trouble with the Moros and the likelihood of the 
garrison of this town being rushed to the front, the 
Municipal Council, a body composed entirely of natives, 
intends to forward to the proper authorities a “reclamo” 
requesting that the Army doctor be permitted to re- 
main with them. Though such a request cannot be 
considered, it goes to show the good feeling which ex- 
ists among these people, and how, with tact coupled with 
a sufficient amount of vigor to enforce ob jience, one 
ean govern them quite successfully. Their confidence 
must first be won, if anything is to be expected of them. 
In all my wanderings over these islands, since 1898, I 
do not believe that I have ever served among a more 
peaceful and law-abiding population than in this little 
Visayan coast town, MEDICO.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 


In his annual report the Secretary of the Navy tells 
us that the operations of the fleet reveal an activity 
characteristic of all branches of the naval Service to- 
day. The co-operation of the Army and Navy has every- 
where beem cordial. The Navy has done its full share 
in restoring order in the Philippines. The duties im- 
posed upon our ships in the West Indies and Carribean 
Sea have been performed in harmonious co-operation 
with the. Department of State. Ocean surveys have 
been continued so far as the limitation in available 
officers, men and ships would permit. The Navy has 
participated in mary functions the most significant and 
memorable of which was that attending the transfer 
of the authority of the United States to the Cuban Gov- 
ernment, 

The work of training has employed the highest ener- 
gies of the Navy. The bureau reports, of which we 
have published synopses, have been largely made up of 
criticisms upon and plans for the improvement of pres- 
ent systems of- practice drill and instructions. Schools 
‘ instruction have been established wherever practica- 
ble. Besides the increased attention to the work of the 
Naval War College we have schools for petty oflicers, 
artificers, doctors and torpedoists. The purpose of this 
rstruction is preparation for war which must be com- 
plete, for a partial or half-way preparation will not 
insure against attack; may even invite it. 

Our new naval vessels are behind time; the battle- 
ships 10 to 29 months, the armored cruisers from 6 to 
13 months, the monitors from 10 to 19 months. Con- 
tractors have been notified that they will be held. ac- 
countable for the failure to use due diligence, particu- 
larly for delays resulting from any preference given to 
private over public work. A list of ships shows that 
there are now in the Navy 11 first rates, 15 second rates, 
72 third rates, 56 fourth rates, 33 torpedo vessels, 30 
tugs, 7 sailing ships, 6 wooden receiving ships, besides 
% unserviceable vessels. Detailed accounts are to be 
kept of work on the Connecticut to determine her cost 
as compared with the Louisiana building by the New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company. It is 
believed that the plans of the armored cruisers Tenne- 
see and Washington, and the 1,000-ton gunboats Dnu- 
buque and Paducah will fulfill requirements and will 
furnish a substantial addition to the fighting ships of 
the Navy. 

Our war with Spain showed that a Navy could not be 
improvised. A time like the present, when there is no 
threat of war, is the best for the development and per- 
fection of our Navy. The policy of strengthening our 
power upon the sea must not be abandoned. It is not 
doubted that Congress, accurately registering the will 
of the people, will give more coaling stations, more ships, 
lighting and auxiliary; more officers and men. The need 
for officers cannot be overstated. There is a present 
deficiency of 577, and 623 are needed for new ships, and 
160 to fill vacancies; in all 1,360 officers, in the next four 
years. The only present source of supply is the Naval 
Academy, which will furnish 355 graduates during these 
four years. Appointments from civil life are univer- 
sally condemned, and Congress has abandoned them for 
the Marine Corps, and there can be but six promotions 
from the ranks annually. It is recommended that the 
uumber be increased to twelve. The Secretary says: 

“The duties of the modern naval ofticer are so varied 
and complex that they demand a rigorous and pro- 
tracted education and training. This training and edu- 
cation can best be obtained at the national schoo] at 
Annapolis. That school produces officers the equal of 
any in the world. When the hest are obtainable, we 
need not content ourselves with anything less than the 
rest. The nation has devoted many miljions of dollars 
to the upbuilding of this school, instituted and main- 
tained for the single purpose of producing naval officers 

the highest type. 

“Naval officers do not constitute a caste; our system 
of selection brings to our service each generation the 
new blood of our democracy. It admits none by favor: 
i! excludes all except those of the highest mental and 
physical vigor. Thus selected, thus educated, inspired 
by our naval traditions, we may be assured that these 
young men will reach and maintain the highest standard 
of efficiency. I therefore earnestly recommend that with- 
cut a year’s delay the number of midshipmen at the 

ademy be increased sufficiently to meet present and 
prospective needs cf the service. 

“it should be stated that as the Navy is now consti- 
‘uted there is and will be in the immediate future a 

ficient number of officers above the rank of lieutenant 
commander. The increase should be in the number of 
lieutenant commanders, lieutenants and ensigns, and 
care can and should be exercised to prevent stagnation 
n premotion, ir order that officers may attain command 
rank at a sufficiently early age, for reasons which are 
so vbvious and have been so frequently stated that they 
heed no repetition. 

It is shown that the lack of sea officers is not due to 
shore duty. Since January 1 the percentage of officers 
on shore duty has been reduced to 18.6 per cent., from 
“6.8 per cent., or from 195 to 115. In manking this re- 
‘netion the protest of some of the best officers of the 
Navy and the heads of several bureaus have been dis- 
regarded. A list of officers on shore duty is given with 
his table to show the changes:

The Secretary says: 
“It will be observed that the reduction in the num- 


ber of officers on shore duty has been almost entirely 
in those of the grades from tenant commander down, 
of whom there are now only 102 out of 7% on shore duty. 
rhe demand upon thes of these grades has been 
great, both at sea ,en shore, at sea because. they 
are the watch olficers, on shore hecause they have been 
thoroughly educated, especially the younger of them, 
in the recent development of technical subjects which 
in the modern navy are of the highest importance. 
These officers have responded nobly to the demands of 
the service and have met every duty required of them. 
They deserve the approval of the country, as they re- 
ceive the commendation of the de t. 

“Shore duty cannot be abolished entirely. An examina- 
tion of the. shore stations now occupied 
many of them are prescribed or contemplated by law, 
and many, if not most, of the others are essential to 
the proper development of the Navy, and cannot be 
discontinued without imperiling its efficiency. There 
is another ongees of duty on shore which cannot safely 
be disregarded, and that is its effect on the individual 
officer. He cannot be preperly developed for the respon- 
sibilities of command oct the complicated mechanisms 
which float under the names of battleships and cruisers 
without the knowledge and experience obtainable only 
by service at the stations on land. Nor can he, without 
disregard of the plainest principles of humanity, be re- 
quired to abandon all family ties. 

“she difficulty is in administration, to apportion prop- 
erly among officers shore and sea duty. Sometimes by 
favoritism officers of the Navy may obtain long tours 
of duty on shore, necessarily at the expense of others, 
and sometimes an officer who s exceptional sci- 
entific equipment is, for that reason, kept upon shore 
duty so long that his efficiency as a seagoing cfficer and 
as a conmmander of men endangered. 

“I shall endeavor to apportion amo officers sea and 
land service as justly as conditions will permit. But it 
is well worth consideration whether a certain proportion 
of service at sea should not be required by law as an in- 
dispensable condition of promotion. Such requirements 
are made by law or practice in other navies. 

“The chiefs of the several bureaus, in their annual re- 
ports for the fiscal year, make recommendations of im- 
portance upon the special subjects under their charge, 
and set forth particularly the needs, both as to ma- 
terial and personnel, of the branches of the Navy over 
which, respectively, they have supervision. Without 
undertaking here to repeut or discuss these recommen- 
dations in detail, I commend them to considerate atten- 
tion, deeming it sufficient to say that in dwelling, as 
1 have done, upon the needs of an increase of the line, 
I do not mean to minimize the importance of a corre- 
sponding increase of the staff corps. On the contrary, 
it appears to require no argument to show that such 
proportionate increase should be made.” 

“The number cf enlisted men in the naval service on 
June 30, 1902, was 21,433. Of these 8,032 were landsmen 
for training and apprentices. Many of these came from 
the middle Western States, and at the time of their en- 
listment were unacquainted with the new life upon 
which they had entered. Their progress been emi- 
nently satisfactory. 

“All men now enlisted are required to be either citi- 
zens or have declared their intention to become such. 
lhiighty-nine per cent. of the enlisted force are now citi- 
zens, and 76 per cent. are nativ® born. 

“The advance in general intelligence and education 
of the enlisted men presents new problems which, with 
all other questions concerning them, are receiving the 
critical attention of the depariment. It is believed that 
in intelligence, education, adaptability to the service, 
and fideliy to its interests our men will compare favor- 
ably with those of any other navy. 

“The work of the Naval Young Men‘s Christian Asso- 
ciation has become so important and beneficial to the 
enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps that it de- 
serves public recognition. 

“In the Mess Annual, recently promulgated by the 
depa-tment, provision is made for the esteblishment of 
stores ou the various vessel of the Navy for the sale of 
miscellaneous articles not provided for in the ration. It 
is believed that the establishment of such stores would 
add t» the comfort of the enlisted men and obviate 
danger to health from miscellaneous purchases under 
usual harbor conditions, and I reconimend that a sufti- 
cient appropriation be madé to constitute a supply fund 
from which such articles as are desired may be pur- 
chased, the fund to be reimbursed from the proceeds 
of the sale of the goods. 

“The present number of enlisted men authorized by 
law is 28,000. By enlistment since the close of the fiscal 
year, the number of men in the service has been brought 
up to 25,258 on Nov. 15, current.and it is belleved that by 
February next the full number authortzeG will be en- 
listed. The same reasons which demonstrate the ne- 
cessity for an increase of officers call for the increase 
of men. The increase can he made graduatly, and [ 
recommend that an addition of 3,000 be authorized during 
the next fiscal vear. 

“Many of our men leave the service at the completion 
of the first erlisftment. One cause of this is that they 
have reveived in the service a training which fits them 
for positions of responsibility in civil Tite with compen- 
sation greater than the Navy can afford to pay. uch 
an education is not wasted, but inures to the public 
weifare. Moreover,, it may be hoped that those who 
leave the Navy at the end of a single enlistment would 
constitute an vunoflticial reserve which might te drawn 
upon in time of need. 

“After most careful consideration, I believe it te be 
my duty to recommend a continuance without inter- 
ruption of the increase of ships. ‘The present,type of 
ships authorized must, of course, like the authcrization 
itself, be referred to the wisdom of Congress, to whose 
coramittees recommendations in detail may be made 
Differences of opinion exist among naval authcrities, but 
all agree that not less than two battleships should be 
among the number authorized. Whether the others 
should be of the armorcd-cruiser type or of the unar- 
mored cruiser and gunboat type which have proved so 
useful, may well be left for future discussion. 

“A permanent ambulance or hospital ship, designed 
for hospital purposes only, and having the right to fly 
the flag of the Geneva Conference, would undoubtedly 
prove an important adjunct to extended naval maneu- 
vers, whether in time of war or peace. The work of 
the Selace and Bay State throughout the period of the 
Spanish War, in the West Indies and during subscauent 
activities in the Far East, established the value of hos- 
pital ships in time of war. 

“In time of peace sach a vessel should accompany each 
large squadron !n the more serious evolutions as a hos- 
pital, and also as a recreation asylum for debilitated 
members of the ships’ companies. But their most im- 
portant service would be as ambulance vessels, to carry 
the sick and disabled from the flects or from tropical 
istanc stations to neval hospitals, giving them while 
in transit intelligent and wholesome care. Two vessels 
of this type. one for the Atlantic and one for the Pa- 
cific, to be equipped for the work outlined in time of 
peace and ready for instant service in time of war, are 
earnestly recommended 

“There is no subject which deserves more careful con- 
sideration than that of neval stations. Their situation 
and development have sometimes been controlled mure 
by accident and local wishes than by the broader con- 
sideration of national needs. We surely have an abund- 
ance of them within the United States, but there is im- 
perative demand for the establishment of a naval sta- 
tion in the PhiNppines and in the West Indian Islands 
or the Caribbean. My own experience leads me to ex- 
press the hope that Congress will make some provision 
which will enable the committees especially charged 
with the consideration of naval affairs to inspect our 
naval stations. I cannot but believe that such an exam- 
inution would result in very considerable economy in 
public expenditures. If the examination could be ex- 
tended, as it should be, beyond the seas, it would insure 
the selection of proper sites and their development on 
wise and economical lines. 


It is recommended that artisan employees ‘of the de- 


partment be granted compensation for injuries due to 
no fault of their own. 

The subject of liquid fuel is considered at some length 
by Secretary Moody. This has been fully covered in 
reports we have heretofore published, and the conclu- 
sions of the board on the subjects which are here given 
have been published. The Secretary says: 

“As a result of the investigations thus far conducted 
oe an ON Naitition of it ia fuel a tances without

delay fm at least a third of the torpele boats and de- 
strovers. With respect to. the —— war vessaia, ong 
particularly the battleehi the installation of liquid 
fuel presents serious difficulties, entirely from 
the question of the sati-factory use of oll bolers. 
ine safe and convenient storage of a sufficient supply of 
jiquid fuel beneath the protective decks of 
of war, and the question of replenishing exhaus' fuel 
supply, whether ta time of war or peace, in case 
veanale liable to be sent without warning to unfrequented 
harbors, are grave matters. 

At the Naval Gun Factory 233 guns of large caliber 
have been manufactured during the year, and 1,210 
all at that establishment. The manufacture of armor 
has progressed satisfactorily, 7,612 tons having been 
acioasel at the various shipyards during the past year, 
and a cousiderably larger quantity will probably be de- 
livered during the ensuing year. The armor manufac- 
turers recently made a yoocataey reduction of 10 shil- 
lings per ton in royalty for the Krupp process. 

The ssanufecture and introduction of smokeless powder 
has been proceeded with as rapidly as practicable. Be- 
gimning with the Kearsage and Kentucky, ail the new 
ships of the Navy and some thirty of the older vessels 
have been supplied with smokeless powder, No other 
powder has been bongs 7 uae for the Navy 
siice 1898, except for auxiliary pu " 

The health of the Navy and Marine Corps has been 

good throughout the past year, the percentage of sick 
and the death rate being lower than for several years 
past, 
, During the past year the probationary system, as ap- 
plied to naval prisoners, has been given a trial in cases 
where a man’s general record, aside from the particular 
offense or offenses for which he has undergone trial, has 
presented meritorious features, the practice has been to 
direct that the sentence imposed, in whole or in part, 
be held in abeyance and the prisoner restored to duty 
on probation, full reports respecting his conduct during 
the term of such probation being made. The practical 
operation of this plan has proved satisfactory, and it 
will be continued. 

It is recommended that advance payments be allowed 
where commercial usage requires them. In conclusion 
‘the Secretary says: 

“I take pleasure in making reference to the 
response uf the Marine Corps on more than one occasion 
during the year to urgent demands of the service. In 
one instance, upon telegraphic instructions, a battalion, 
fully organized, armed and equipped with supplies of all 
kinds, including arms, ammunition, rations, tents. camp 
equipage. implements, etc., was assembled at League 
Island, Pa., ready for embarkation within seventy-two 
hours after the receipt at hcadquarters of the order, 
and twenty-four hours before the expiratior of the time 
fixed therein. This is in keepirg with the traditional 
readiness of the organization to answer at the shortest 
notice calls made wpon it for active duty. 

“Since the acquisition of the islands of Tutuila and 
Cuarr no action has been taken by Congress to establish 
civil government within their limits or to provide reve- 
nues for its maintenance. Such action is necessary to 
the peace and well-being of the islands, and is earnestly 
recommended. ‘ 

“I cannot close this report without acknowledging the 
sympathy, co-operation, and aid which I have received 
from’ the Admiral of the Navy. As president of the 
General Board of the Navy, nis services have been of 
great value to the Gopartenrnt and the fleet. The secu- 
rity of his own fame has not lessened his interest im the 
service or diminished his effort for iis improvement. 
His zealous earnestness in the cause is the good fortune 
of the department, and gives him an added title to the 
favor of the nation.” 
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NAVAL CASES BEFORE THE COURT OF 
CLAIMS. 

When the Court of Claims reassembled at Washing- 
ton on Thursday, the 13th instant, it found that its 
docket of the Navy cases had been almost completed 
through the arguments of which mention has already 
been made. The session was opened with the consider- 
ation of the case of Comdr. E. D. Taussig. He was 
paid shore pay for coast survey duty, during which he 
was much of the time on shore, and claimed sea pay. 
This was before the Personnel Act. He showed that 
coast survey duty had been for over fifty years con- 
sidered as sea duty and officers had been paid accord- 
ingly. Mr. George A. King, who opened the case in 
his behalf, argued that sea pay should be allowed, nut- 
withstanding former decisions. Mr. Assistant Attor- 
ney Thompson relied on the previous decisions of the 
court and asserted that Commander Taussig’s para- 
mount duty was on shore. 

An echo of the Spanish War was heard in the next 
case, that of Lieut. Herbert G. Gates. He had taken 
part in the battle of Mariel off the coast of Cuba and 
was entitled to share in the bounty awarded in that 
battle. He had been paid as an ensign; but while an 
ensign at the date of the engagement, he had been later 
promoted to fill a prior existing vacancy. His promo- 
tion dated back before the battle. He claims the dif- 
ference between the amount of bounty received by him 
and the bounty due him in the higher grade. The case 
was stated by Mr. William B. King, and the claim 
made that it was through an oversight of the Treasury 
Department that the payment had not been made. 
The Assistant Attorney General, Mr, L. A. Pradt, who 
argued the question for the Government, insisted that 
under all the circumstances of the case the receipt by 
bine of a share based on his lower grade concluded his 
rights. 

The last case to be argued was that of Lieut. Comdr. 
Edward Everett Hayden, now on the active list of the 
Navy under a special act: of Congress. When the 
Spanish War broke out, he was on the retired list as 
an ensign and was ordered to active duty as marine 
meterologist at the Mare Island Navy Yard, continuing 
until after the close of the Spanish War and after he 
had been returned again to the retired list. The Treas- 
ury Department paid him a salary of $2,000, awarded 
him by the Secretary of the Navy, in addition to his 
pay, for the duty done as a retired officer, but they took 
the ition that the Secretary of the Navy was en- 
titled to his services while he was on the retired list, 
and could order him to duty as he pleased, and under 
the law governing the receipt of additional salaries by 
officers of the United States, he was not entitled to re- 
ceive anything extra for these duties. The claim was 
urged by Mr. George A. King on the theory that the 
Secretary of the Navy was not restricted by other

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Asst. Paym. G. R. Madden, U.S.N., will leave San 
Francisco, Cal., Dec. 27, for the Asiatic Station, ‘his 
steamer sailing ‘from that city Dec. 27. 

The last dock trial of the engineer of the U.S.S. Bal- 
timore, previous to her official trial, took place at the 
navy yard, New York, Nov. 24. Previous trials were 
also held, and proved ‘satisfactory. 

A detachment of 306 men for vessels of the Asiatic 
and Pacific stations’ left the navy yard, New York, on 
Nov. 24, via the P.R.R. for San Francisco. The men 
were in command of Lieut. Comdr. John A. Dougherty, 
U.S.N:, assisted by Boatswain Johnson and Carpenter 
a. & Barton. There were no absentees when the draft 
of men were assembled for departure. This, it is said, 
was due to the fact that the men on Saturday, Nov. 22, 
were allowed shore leave to visit their friends and also 
that every man from the Brooklyn Navy. Yard had $5 
advanced to him for incidentals while he was on the 
way to the coast. 

Advices from Port of Spain, Trinidad, aunounce the 
arrival there on Nov. 25 of the U.S.S. Illinois, Chi- 
cago, Nashville and Albany, of the European Squad- 
ron, after a pleasant voyage from Caps Verde Islands. 
The Nashville was fell in with at Dragon’s Mouth. 
The Atlanta and the San Francisco had already the 
same anchorage. 

The armored cruiser New York with Rear Admiral 
Frederick Rodgers aboard arrived at San Francisco 
Nov. 24. The future duty of Admiral Rodgers has not 
as yet de finitely been decided upon. The New York is 
said to be in excellent condition and the Department 
will assign her as the flagship of thé Pacific Station, 
isconsin, which is to be or- 
dered to the Asiatic Station to augment the new armor 
elad division of the Navy. 

The torpedo boat destroyer Hull, under construction 
by the Harlan & Hollingsworth Company, of Wilming- 
ton, Del., was sent over the Government course at Bar- 
ren Island on Monday, Nov. 24, but the reports of her 
performance have not yet been received by the De- 
partment. 

The commandant of the Pensacola Navy Yard re- 
yorts the safe arrival at that yard of the second and 
fast section of the Spanish steel dry dock from Havana. 
The necessary work for preparation of the dock for 
active service will be taken in. hand at once. 

The U.S. storeship Culgoa, for so long employed on 
the Philippine Station for the fleet in those waters, has 
eniled from New York for the naval rendezvous at 
Culebra, and will be employed during the winter in 
maintaining food supplies at the proper level. 

Owing to the slackness of work at the Charlestown 
Navy Yard, Mass., quite a large number of discharges 
have been made in the departments of Steam Engineer- 
ing and Construction and Repair, and it is intimated 
that more discharges and suspensions will follow if 
more work is not forthcoming at this fine station. 

The Navy Department is informed by cable of the 
arrival at Bahia of the U.S8.S. Atlanta, all well on 
board. It is not known how long the Atlanta will re- 
main at Bahia, but fray only long enough to com- 
municate with the U.S. Consul at that port, Henry W. 
Furness. 

The United States Station Ship at Guam, the Supply, 
has arrived at Algiers on her way to the far-away 
station whither she is bound, and will stop at several 
other pomts en route, reaching her destination not 
later than the first of the new year.

NAVAL ARCHITECTS MEET. 


At the business meeting of the Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers held in New York on Friday, Nov. 21, 
Clement A, Griscom was re-elected president of the so- 
ciety.

STATE TROOPS. 


Col. George R. Dyer, of the 12th Regt., N.Y., with his 
staff, reviewed the 13th N.Y., at its armery on the 
evening of Noy. 21. The regiment was splendidly formed 
in line of masses under the direction of Adjutant Fiem- 
ing. for review, and turned over to Colonel Austen. It 
paraded twelve companies of twenty-eight files, divided 


into three battalions, one of the la t armory turnouts 
in the history of a National Gua regiment. The en- 
listed band and field music numbered 110 men. During 
the passage around the lines by the reviewing party, 
the men preserved great steadiness. In the passage a 
number of men in different companies were out of step: 
the color company went by in fine shape. For evening 
parade, each company paraded its full strength, the 
regiment being unequalixed.
